So much for the mundane, and on to 
better topics, more worthy of the great

We had an interesting conversation 
with Clay Spencer, an accomplished Vir- 
ginia gunsmith, a few nights back. Clay 
and yours truly were having a bit of a 
brawl over the proper barrel length for a 
heavy varmint rifle that Clay was re- 
barreling for the editor. And in the middle 
of the brouhaha, Clay came up with a quo- 
tation that dated back to the time that 
Homer Culver and John Eaton had 
stopped by one Saturday afternoon at the 
Spencer shop. In the presence of such au- 
gust visitors, naturally you would drag out 
your finest (cold beer), and several bottles 
of the hops were expended in the deep 
discussion that followed. If the names are 
unfamiliar, Homer Culver is a member of 
the Hall of Fame, and generally regarded 
as having forgotten more about accuracy 
than most experts will ever know. And 
John Eaton is today’s version of Al 
Marciante in 1949, ‘‘the gunsmith’s gun- 
smith”’ (although unfortunately not prac- 
ticing that craft these days). Among the 
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deep subjects that were discussed, while 
the chilled hops were flowing, was the 
subject of optimum barrel length. Both 
Homer Culver and John Eaton were in 
agreement ... ‘'22¥2 inches for heavy 
varmint, and 21% inches for light 
varmint’’. | don't know if they are right, or 
wrong. But those are two pretty heavy 
names to drop into any firearms discus- 
sion, sir. 

On to another topic. We were sitting 
around peacefully one recent Sunday af- 
ternoon, meaning to harm no one, when 
Ed Goff fell in our front door . . . dragged 
over by Joe Vinci, to see the editor’s col- 
lection of historic benchrest rifles. In such 
company, naturally one drags out the fin- 
est you have (cold beer), and a couple of 
hours later, we were knee deep in old 
benchrest rifles, and the theories were 
flowing at an equal pace with the beer 
flow. 

Liz was sitting in a comfortable chair, 
trying to get a word in edgewise (not all 
that easy). By the way, Ed Goffis an abso- 
lutely top level benchrest shooter .. . but 
he is also one who knows a heck of a lot 
more than he talks about in casual com- 
pany. ..| personally give alot of weight to 
Ed Goff’s opinions on shooting matters. 

Finally, Liz got a chance to get in a 
word. ‘‘Ed, I’ve got a heavy varmint rifle 
that is driving me crazy. | think you know 
the rifle. ..a Shilen DGA action, Hart bar- 
rel, Lee Six stock, glued in action. | start- 
ed benchrest shooting with it at the 
Dunham's Bay winter league, and | al- 
ways felt that it could shoot better than | 
could steer it. But, comes summer, it just 
plain could not be depended on, and even- 
tually | switched to the Hart 1A action rifle 
that David calls ‘‘The Yellow School 
Bus’’. Why the heck should a rifle shoot 
well at Dunham's Bay, and so poorly in 
the summer?’’. 

Ed Goff asked for the rifle. When 
dragged out of the gun room, he took it in 
his right hand, holding it by the pistol grip, 
with the muzzle of the barrel pointing off 
to his left. Using the palm of his hand, he 
gave the bottom of the stock forend a

sharp, six inch slap .. . and the sound of 
the stock hitting the forend was impossi- 
ble to miss. 

Ed gave the rifle back to Liz, with the 
observation . . . in the winter, in the cold, 
the fiberglass is rigid. Come the ninety de- 
gree days, it is a lot less rigid. | very 
strongly suspect that your barrel either 
touches the stock in hot weather, or pos- 
sible touches the stock when it flexes dur- 
ing recoil’. 

One thing that | am gradually becoming 
convinced of ... these fiberglass stocks 
are not as inert, as all-forgiving ... as 
some of us think they are! I’m hearing un- 
happy tales from a lot of quarters on this 
score in recent days. 

The ‘‘test’’ of slapping the bottom of 
the buttstock with the palm of the hand is 
obviously a bit less than precision work. 
We told Jim Borden about it, in a subse- 
quent phone conversation ... and Jim 
promptly retired to his gun room, to doa 
bit of stock slapping, and found a few that 
made the ‘hitting the barrel’ noise. Dick 
Maretzo was called, and it turns out that 5 
out of 6 of his guns make barrel contact 
when so tested ... the only exception 
being a graphite stock. Borden called 
back, with a suggestion of actually firing 
the rifle as being the best test. . . with two 
white pieces of decent sized paper in the 
barrel channel, and a piece of carbon 
paper between them. If the rifle, in recoil, 
is actually touching barrel to stock, it 
should show up as a carbon smudge on 
the paper ... it would seem. 

And how much clearance is enough, 
anyway? A plain white envelope will not 
pass down the barrel channel of areason- 
able number of the editor's rifles, he finds. 

Since I’m all ‘‘at sea’ over the matter 
... | thought | would get you the same 
way.

SLEEVING 
ACTIONS

Alvin Davidson 


| haven’t been shooting long enough to 
know the complete history of sleeves but | 


do have a 1957 ‘Precision Shooting” 


with an advertisement for a Bellows cylin- 
drical steel sleeve. The first sleeve | ever 
saw was one of these on a Mauser action. 
Installation was not exactly easy. Actions 
had to be round or turned round, same as 
today, but close enough to tube bore di- 
ameter to use solder for a sweat fit. With 
the good epoxy bonds that have come out 
in the 60’s and 70’s, the chore of joining 
sleeve and action was eased. 

The early reasons for sleeving were ri- 
gidity, scope mounting on one surface 
only, and bedding area. Considerable 
stiffening is added to an action that has a 
magazine area cut out. Todays internal 
adjustment scopes do not require the 
spread between bases that external ad- 
justment scopes did, however, | still like to 
spread the rings on the longer Lyman, 
Redfield, and Leupold scopes. | believe 
the added bedding area is still a valid rea- 
son for sleeving. 

The number of good single shot, solid 
bottom custom actions on the market 
today has relieved the need of sleeving 
hunting rifle actions to some extent. The 
big difference being price. A sleeved Rem- 
ington is considerably cheaper and has 
the three improvements | stated before 
and does it without much addition to 
weight. Aluminum weighs a third of steel 
and that is the big advantage over the 
early sleeves. Modern high strength alu- 
minum alloys have almost the same hard-

ness, yield, and tensile strength as 1018 
cold rolled steel. 

| make the bore of the sleeve .008 larger 
than the average Remington action. This 
is filled by the epoxy. | prefer Duro 
E-pox-E steel filler for this chore. It is 
available in 1 oz. tube packs at most auto- 
motive parts houses, discount, and hard- 
ware stores. The pack is easily enough 
for two sleeving jobs. 

| place the action on a mandrel to take 
the blue off the part of the action that the 
sleeve will cover, true the face, and make 
8 to 10 small ring type cuts .005 to .010 
deep to hold the epoxy. The sleeve bore is 
cut with a coarse feed to leave a ‘‘rough- 
er’ surface for the same reason. | have 
yet to see, or hear of, an action and sleeve 
coming apart when put together this way. 

Alcohol, acetone or a similar degreaser 
must be used on the inside of the sleeve 
and on the action before applying the 
epoxy. Modeling clay works very well to 
fill all the holes and trigger area openings 
that you do not want filled with epoxy. 

| use an inserting tool with barrel 
threads plus a shoulder of action diame- 
ter to keep epoxy from the action face. 
Apply release agent to the thread and 
shoulder before attaching the action. An 
old tooth brush makes a good applicator 
for the epoxy. Apply to inside of sleeve 
only. Insert the action into the front end of 
sleeve and rotate it while slowly moving 
the action into place in the sleeve. Epoxy 
can be added or distributed with the brush 
thru the loading port while inserting if nec- 
essary. When the proper place is 
reached, the final positioning is made with 
an inletting screw in sleeves that are to be 
conventionally bedded or a #33 drill 
shank thru the hole provided in the top of 
glue-in sleeves. Use release agent gener- 
ously on these locators. Wipe off all ex- 
cess epoxy while itis still pliable. The next 
day | remove the locator screw or drill 
blank and the action inserter tool. Pick out 
the modeling clay and clean up any resi- 
due of it or epoxy and the job should be 
complete. 

There is a great variety of sleeves avail- 
able. Light weight glue-ins to unlimiteds. 
Cylindrical, flat bottom, round bottom 
with flat sides and top, left hand ports, 
double ports, and infinitum. Some are pol- 
ished until they resemble chrome plating, 
some anodized and dyed and some plain. 
Jerry Hart has one of brass. I've made 
several of steel for unlimited rifles. But no 
titanium — yet. 

There are a number of people who in- 
stall more sleeves per year than | do so 
don't take my method as hard and fast. 
Somebody is probably doing it easier. 
After all, isn’t experimentation the name 
of this game?

The Stolle Actions 


No product in the line of benchrest 
equipment has made a more favorable im- 
pression on me than the Stolle actions; 
the Polar, and the Panda, as manufac- 
tured by George Kelbly, at 7222 Dalton 
Fox Lake Road, North Lawrence, Ohio 
44666. 

The varmint model Panda has a lot of 
things going for it, and the first couple of 
pluses are big ones .... light weight, 
combined with large bedding area.... 
two characteristics not often found to- 
gether. The Panda is designed especially 
for the varmint classes (light varmint- 
sporter-heavy varmint) and it is in those 
classes that it shines. The action weighs 
2 pounds, 2 ounces, with trigger; scope 
rings will add two more ounces of scale 
weight. 

The ten and a half pound weight limita- 
tion can still be met with a good-sized bar- 
relon the rifle, and 22 or 23 inches long at 
that. | use HV contours for this action, 
1.200” at the breech, and .900 to .920 di- 
ameters at the muzzle. 

These actions are constructed of very 
strong aircraft aluminum #7075, with 
steel inserts for the barrel tenon and ex- 
tractor cam. (Note that the correct word is 
TENON; half the catalogs | see use the in- 
correct word ‘‘tendon’’. That’s a part of 
the human body, not a_benchrest 
action). 

The action features an integral scope 
rib, which accommodates the Kelbly 
scope rings. These rings are also alumi- 
num, and I’ve found them to be a real joy 
when it comes time to install the scope. 
With a new scope, as it comes from the 
factory, with the crosshairs perfectly cen- 
tered at the midpoint of both vertical and 
horizontal travel, | have mounted such 
scopes in Kelbly rings, and have the first 
shot take out the center of the mothball. 
The furthest a shot has even been out of 
the mothball, under such circumstances, 
has been 6 or 8 clicks. If you would have 
optimum performance from your scope, 
this is the way it should be. 

| guess that | should explain one thing 
that many people do not realize... .there 
are two models of the Panda .... the 
square bottom action, and around config- 
uration model. The round version does 
not have the integral scope, rib, but it can 
be drilled and tapped for the Unertl scope 
bases which are used with the Kelbly 
rings, or the action top can be set up for 
any other base-ring combination desired. 
The round Panda actions are perfect fits 
in some stocks that are not really set up 
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for the flat-bottom Panda, such as the 
Shilen pattern thumbhole stock, as made 
by Lee Six... . this particular stock being 
the favorite of Dick Maretzo. 

| have found these actions to be true in 
all respects, with uniform threads (11/16 x 
18 T.P.I.), and these straight threads 
make barrel fitting a real pleasure .... 
rather than the guerrilla warfare, to-the- 
last-breath struggles that the gunsmith 
finds himself faced with . ... when noth- 
ing on the cursed action lines up with any- 
thing else on the action. I’ve seen a few 
actions (not Pandas) in my time, where it 
would have been easier to fit the barrel 
into the ejection port, rather than out the 
front. 

Even the heavy bench-unlimited class 
Polar, with its 1.340 inch long barrel 
thread, is without taper its fulllength.... 
Allah be praised. 

The actions are available in either right 
hand or left hand versions, and you can 
get the loading port on the same side, or 
on the opposite side, at no increase in 
price. As | write this, the base action price 
is $500.00 for the Panda, and $550.00 for 
the Polar. Bolts are fluted (an expensive 
option on some actions), and can be had 
in either cone or flat-face, as your beliefs 
are inclined. 

| have never had to lap in bolt lugs on 
any of these actions. Every one that I've

Its smooth operation, 
and top level craftsmanship should 
please the most critical benchrest 
shooter.

HUNTER CLASS 


The Infancy & The Adolescence 


Like the origin of an illegitimate unwant- 
ed child, Hunter Class Rifle shooting 
began somewhere around 1963 when 
several groups seemed almost simultane- 
ously to develop interest in shooting 
centerfire cartridges on a small bore type 
target for score from benchrest at 100 
yards. Rifles, methods and rules varied as 
did the course of fire as well as the scoring 
of the targets but the basic idea was thus 
conceived. Largely through the efforts of 
PRECISION SHOOTING the rules be- 
come more similar with at least a sem- 
blance of balance occurring in the 
equipment. 

During the late stages of that pregnan- 
cy, even though it appeared that triplets 
were a possibility, the exchange of infor- 
mation made possible in the pages of P.S. 
developed continuity. When it appeared 
that the illegitimate offspring called Hunt- 
er Class might achieve some degree of 
recognition plus considerable interest not 
less than three parental sources stepped 
forward to claim parenthood. It seemed 
that Midland, Texas, Chippewa, Ohio and 
Puget Sound, Washington all had consid- 
erable interest along similar lines and 
each had proposed recognition by the Na- 
tional Bench Rest Shooters Association 
as a benchrest class. In 1966 the NBRSA 
adopted Hunter Class with an official 
Hunter Class target hastily created. 
Other than the appearance of their official 
Registered NBRSA emblem on each and 
every target NBRSA did little else to help 
their newly adopted offspring preferring 
instead to kick it out of the picture of 
State, Regional and National events as 
well as any prestigious recognition of

World Records. Even the targets were a 
joke having been incorrectly printed. 
Under the coercion of NBRSA all existing 
incorrect targets had to be used up before 
any replacement was possible. 

More and more Hunter Class matches 
were scheduled, new clubs were born and 
eventually new shooters came into the 
ranks of the Varmint Classes from their 
Hunter Class origins. Hunter Class pro- 
vided a low cost simple way for new peo- 
ple to learn whether or not the appeal of 
shooting from a bench motivated them. 
Those who did improved greatly in both 
knowledge as well as equipment and 
soon wanted to try their expertise in rec- 
ognized legitimate matches. Those to 
whom the game did not appeal left with 
very little loss of face or money outlaid for 
extremely sophisticated equipment hav- 
ing had rifles that really could be used in 
varmint hunting as well as informal paper 
punching. 

Original rules specified a Hunter Class 
rifle as one weighing not over ten pounds 
complete with a scope that could not ex- 
ceed 6X magnification. That rule remains 
unchanged to this day. Each rifle must 
have a magazine capable of handling two 
loaded rounds plus the bore size MUST 
be 6mm or greater. The cartridge must be 
able to contain powder equivalent to that 
of a .30-30 case later defined as 45.5 
grains of water capacity. 

One shot is fired at each of five record 
bullseyes with a sixth bull on the target 
available for as many sighter shots as the 
shooter desires. A time limit of seven min- 
utes per target with a total of five targets 
providing an aggregate POSSIBLE score

of 250-25X’s which has never been 
achieved. Scaled up targets are used to 
repeat the entire match at 200 yards and 
300 yards for those clubs having the facili- 
ties or expertise to stage such matches. 
Targets have been approved that today 
are identical from either of the existing 
governing bodies. 

Waiting to see how their illegitimate 
adopted offspring grew over the forma- 
tive years things remained status quo for 
the first four years. Shooters were en- 
thralled with the new game, it’s simplicity 
caused them to spend all their time up- 
grading cartridges, barrels, techniques, 
mounts, and chamberings in their passion 
to reach the coveted perfect 250 score on 
the CORRECTED official target. Most 
competition was on the local level with no 
thought to inter-regional match efforts. 
The .243 Win., 6mm Rem., and .308 Win. 
were the basic cartridges with Sierra bul- 
lets the almost universal choice. The only 
wildcat to gain much popularity was the 
6-250 which, though minimal in meeting 
the capacity requirement, performed well 
when good bullets could be obtained, pro- 
viding alow recoil small hole puncher. The 
.308 however provided the largest bullet 
imprint — giving higher scoring possibili- 
ties — for those who could consistently 
handle its back talk in a ten pound rifle. 

In those days the NBRSA acted as a 
clearing house of approval, providing a 
list of legitimate cartridges that WOULD 
meet the minimum to avoid the necessity 
of actually checking cases at a match. 
The bullet availability in the late ’60’s left 
much to be desired even a few excursions 
into the .25, 6.5, .277 and 7mm bore sizes 
accomplished little with the total absence 
of any match quality bullet. 

Struggling along, content with im- 
provement or experimentation, little was 
done toward any further recognition of 
the class on a National basis. In 1969 the 
devastating split within the NBRSA took 
place with the seceding Eastern portion 
forming the International Benchrest 
Shooters (1.B.S.) as a sanctioning body in 
1970. 

The NBRSA retained the less populat- 
ed western three fourths of the U.S. while 
the IBS added Canada to it's highly popu- 
lated eastern block. Resulting member- 
ship stayed about equal within two years 
with over 50% of each body’s members 
retaining dual membership. Well aware of 
the failings of the NBRSA, the 1.B.S. 
began in their organizational meeting of 
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1970 by immediately recognizing and en- 
couraging Hunter Class. Recognition was 
promised in their retained official publica- 
tion, PRECISION SHOOTING Magazine 
with the direct result of the first ‘‘World’’ 
International Hunter Class match being 
held at Dauphin, PA on Sept. 18-19, 1971 
and the results given excellent coverage 
in PRECISION SHOOTING Magazine. 

This was followed in 1972 when the 
next official |.B.S. Hunter Class Nationals 
held Sept. 16-17, 1972 saw Guy Green of 
Hughsville, PA shoot the first perfect 
score in Hunter Class, a 250-16X effort 
that stood for some time as an official 
|.B.S. record. In the aftermath of this 
achievement, the glowing publicity 
caused Hunter Class to grow and expand 
by leaps and bounds. 

Clubs that had long been reluctant to 
enter the complicated field of group 
shooting, installing high priced moving 
backer systems and scoring devices, 
found their members and treasuries much 
more adaptable to the minimal require- 
ments of Hunter Class. The few dollars 
required for registration plus the privilege 
of purchasing official targets from either 
the NBRSA or the |.B.S. lent credence to 
their efforts and the conduct of their 
matches. Two target detail people with 
one official scorer really all the only re- 
quirement for even the largest of matches 
while the labor alone to run a well attend- 
ed group shooting match in those pre- 
computer days was sizeable. Hunter 
Class people actually divided the duties, 
being able to shoot even though scoring 
the ‘off relay’ targets. Expenses were 
minimal, shooter fees low and enticing, 
trophy and patch awards inexpensive still 
leaving money to club coffers after the 
match. 

A period of complacency once again 
came into the Hunter Class game as quasi 
state and regional matches created inter- 
est. The I|.B.S., in spite of World Record 
recognition, lacked the geographical area 
to claim anything more than local distinc- 
tion for its winners while the NBRSA affili- 
ates lacked official sanction of World Re- 
cords and Registration of matches, failing 
miserably to develop the potential growth 
offered by the new illegitimate offspring. 

In the spring of 1973 after moving from 
western Pennsylvania where | had com- 
peted in both NBRSA and 1.B.S. competi- 
tions in addition to being a life member of 
both organizations, a chance conversa- 
tion caused me to contact Tony Hidalgo 
of Englishtown, New Jersey and chal- 
lenge his club to a Hunter Class match 
with the Central Texas Bench Rest 
Shooters Association of which | was an 
officer. From this chance challenge a 
league of Hunter Class shooters compet- 
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ing club by club in postal matches was 
born quickly developing into the Trans- 
continental Hunter Rifle League (TCL). It 
soon encompassed twenty four clubs 
with some 400+ annual competitors from 
both NBRSA and |.B.S. In fact no affilia- 
tion with either organization has ever 
been required by the Transcontinental 
Hunter Rifle League (TCL) though rules 
and targets from one or the other must be 
followed in the conduct of TCL matches. 
Recently it became necessary to revise 
rules because of extreme differences be- 
tween NBRSA and I.B.S. requirements. 
Fortunately these are currently on a trend 
of compatibility, and one set of rules will 
prevail. 

Clubs in the Transcontinental Hunter 
Rifle League (TCL) exist from the tip of 
Maine to the desert reaches of Nevada 
and the bayous of Louisiana to the frozen 
north of Snow Shoe Alaska. With the 
Transcontinental Hunter Rifle League 
(TCL) having today expanded into two 
Conferences comprising some 44 clubs 
across the U.S. an excellent geographical 
representation of Hunter Class now 
exists. 

With this rapid expansion of interest, 
recognition by NBRSA was virtually 
forced by the threat of a separate third or- 
ganization — _ finally action was 
forthcoming. 

In the winter of 1976 Walt Berger, then 
President of NBRSA, contacted me, as a 
result of the hue and cry, inviting me to 
come to the 1976 National NBRSA meet- 
ing in Tulsa, OK to present a plea for 
Hunter Class. Fearing that my own im- 
passioned pleas were only to be heard 
then dismissed | conceived the idea of a 
Nationwide poll of Hunter Class shooters 
seeking additional backup. | felt that the il- 
legitimate origin of Hunter Class in which | 
had been privileged to participate had 
now grown to adulthood, even facing a 
court martial that could affect it’s entire 
career. Only amaximum effort could save 
it. Fortunately the pollsters backed me 
up. Briefly summarized, some 160 replies 
indicated that 100% were in favor of Reg-

istered matches, 99% favored recogni- 
tion of NBRSA World Records and 98% 
wanted National NBRSA Hunter Class 
matches held. 

When the appointed date came | arrived 
in Tulsa armed with the results of the poll, 
frankly geared for a fight. The meeting 
turned into a friendly re-acquaintance 
with many of my former eastern shooting 
friends and immediate acceptance of two 
of my three proposals. National NBRSA 
Hunter Class matches were not to be 
however. 

Beginning in 1977 World Records and 
Registered matches would exist in 
NBRSA. Punishment for my part in all of 
this required acceptance of Hunter Class 
Chairman NBRSA with the task of consol- 
idating rules, establishing proper but sim- 
ple measuring devices to score targets 
and the acquisition of certified 10 pound 
weights for each Regional NBRSA Direc- 
tor prior to the beginning of the 1977 sea- 
son. This was duly accomplished, then 
approved by the Hunter Class Committee 
NBRSA which | asked to have appointed 
and which comprised some of the most 
experienced, knowledgeable Hunter 
Class shooters there were. Eleven years 
after the illegitimate birth the errant child 
finally became adopted and 
legitimatized. 

Another cycle of dominance began. 
With the advent of Registered Hunter 
Class matches shooters were keen to 
compete while travelling to the Regis- 
tered matches fostered exchanges of in- 
formation plus increased competition 
both in equipment and among the partici- 
pants. The NBRSA Directors had extract- 
ed a promise from me that there would be 
no effort to hold National Hunter Class 
matches in exchange for the World Re- 
cords and Registration. Though the two 
concessions certainly sparked interest 
the remaining limitation on achievement 
still hung like a cloud over all our advance- 
ment of the class. 

It had further been decreed that there 
would be no progressive transfer of World 
Records throughout 1977 but rather all

high scoring targets and data would be re- 
tained until the end of the year at which 
time the 100 yard, 200 yard and Grand 
Aggregate World Records would be an- 
nounced by the NBRSA. On December 
29, 1977 Jesse Corder, then NBRSA 
Measuring Committee Chairman report- 
ed that the 100 yard NBRSA Hunter Class 
World Record had been set by Francis 
Broussard of Lafayette, LA on July 10, 
1977 with a perfect 250-15X score fired 
on the Lafayette range. Later in ‘77 
Broussard also set the 200 yard NBRSA 
Hunter Class World Record with a 246- 
13X score which combined with an excel- 
lent 100 yard score that day gave him the 
NBRSA Hunter Class Grand Aggregate 
World Record with a combined score of 
494-19X. This set the goals — off went 
the rest of the pack knowing what they 
had to beat. 

Meanwhile on the |.B.S. Hunter Class 
front all was not rosy. Interest and partici- 
pation seemed to be falling off in direct 
proportion to the gains being shown in the 
NBRSA areas. In an effort to re-kindle the 
once popular Hunter Class matches the 
1.B.S. in a moment of weakening wisdom 
ruled to accept all of the here-to-for mini- 
mum cartridges and calibers in Regis- 
tered |.B.S. Hunter Class events. The 
purported objective — to stimulate the 
participation by wives and youngsters of 
the shooter who would then be able to 
shoot the light recoil calibers and cartridg- 
es. Since it was already obvious that 
wives or youngsters had not participated 
in large numbers in the Varmint Classes 
where small calibers had always pre- 
vailed one wonders if a few mis-guided 
|.B.S. Hunter Class people had not merely 
diluted the Class in an effort to achieve 
higher scores than their contemporaries 
in the NBRSA. Among most1.B.S. Hunter 
Class shooters however common sense 
prevailed — the following two years the 
1.B.S. National Hunter Class Champion- 
ship was won with a .308 cartridge; both 
Roger Gower and Tony Hidalgo disdain- 
ing any help from below minimum car- 
tridges. This trend continued as only once 
in the six years of minimum cartridge 
competition did a sub-capacity case win 
the Nationals. The original rules were re- 
stored in 1984 and the 45.5 gr. water ca- 
pacity case once again legitimatizes all of 
Hunter Class. 

The NBRSA not to be outdone in the 
lapses of wisdom department, made one 
sojourn into electronic triggers which was 
rapidly rescinded but in 1981 they re- 
moved the operating safety requirement 
thus opening the door to the use of 2 
ounce triggers. This because some veter- 
an shooters firing in all classes of compe- 
tition had trouble switching to the heavy 
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triggers mandated by the safety require- 
ment. Since | personally knew of at least 
five Hunter Class shooters who used their 
rifle with a light trigger in competition and 
then switched to a normal trigger during 
the deer season | could find little fault with 
the final ruling as it exists today. 

Sometime during 1978 Marcy Lyons, 
on my suggestion, had been named to re- 
place me as NBRSA Hunter Class Chair- 
man thus negating my promises to the 
NBRSA not to promote National Champi- 
onship matches. The clamor had already 
begun among the Hunter Class shooters 
for national recognition of their class and 
through the next eighteen months 
Marcy's dedication and lobbying pre- 
vailed. At the NBRSA National meeting in 
1979 the hierarchy agreed to permit the 
first ever NBRSA Hunter Class Nationals 
beginning in 1980. Finally, after 15 years 
of total to partial illegitimacy, Hunter 
Class became legitimate! 

Now in 1985 Hunter Class flourishes in 
both the |.B.S. and the NBRSA areas of 
the country while there are ongoing ef- 
forts in both these organization being di- 
rected toward acommon meeting ground 
for an eventual merger. Consolidating the 
rules, targets, calibers and scoring within 
the Hunter Class will make this easier. 
True comparisons can be made between 
shooters firing in Maine, Alaska and 


Texas or more importantly when these 
shooters travel to a National Hunter Class 
event, be it |.B.S. or NBRSA sponsored 
they need have no fear of their equipment 
failing to meet the entry requirements. 

Hunter Class, whether informal or reg- 
istered, still provides the most simple ap- 
proach to the sport of shooting from 
benchrest. Hunter Class provides a com- 
petition battleground — if you will — for 
dedicated rifleman to improve their skills 
and knowledge with a rifle that can still be 
used in the field and one that has suffi- 
cient cartridge and caliber size to kill a 
whitetail deer with a scope of the proper 
magnification to make it possible. Such 
cannot be said about any other class of 
benchrest. 

Perhaps most important is the oppor- 
tunity it gives a new shooter to try 
benchrest without the tremendous outlay 
for sophisticated equipment. It is from the 
Hunter Class that new shooters, clubs 
and ranges are born. It is also the only 
form of benchrest shooting where the 
participant must hit his specific point of 
aim in order to score well. That, after all, is 
what rifle shooting is all about. 

If ever a child of creation seemed des- 
tined for survival in spite of it’s heritage 
and up-bringing, that child is the Hunter 
Class of rifle shooting for score. Try it! Itis 
a challenge and fun!!

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BENCHREST AT 1000 YARDS 


By Henry Chapman 


“... and on that fatal day 
.. The Bismarck started firing 
.. Sixteen miles away.... 
Sink the Bismarck

“We'll settle this like gentlemen. 
Your choice. Shotguns at ten 
paces....orbenchrest at 1000 
yards. Your choice. At dawn”’. 
Somebody or other. 


The first 1000 yard Benchrest Super 
Shoot, with 95 c@mpetitors, is now histo- 
ry. lt was held on an overcast November 
day, with very light wind conditions, light 
intermittant rain, and temperatures in the 
fifties. 

A few vans, campers, trailers, U-2 
planes .... began arriving on Saturday, 
and settling in the camping area, for the 
Sunday match. Shooters, with their big 
guns, began setting up on the covered, 
ten-point 1000 yard benchrest firing line. 
Benchrest shooters are accustomed to 
the crack of 27.5 grains of powder. Now, 
make that 110 grains of slow burning 
powder .... and you realize that you are

in a different world. Perhaps a better 
world, but such judgements are subjec- 
tive, | must admit. Certainly the large 
magnum cartridges used are sufficient 
good reason in themselves to account for 
the fact that no Club member has ever 
stood up at a meeting to urge ‘‘let’shavea 
102 pound class!’’ We shall discuss the 
equipment used a bit later... . do not go 
away. 

The targets at the facility of The Origi- 
nal Pennsylvania 1000 Yard Benchrest 
Club are large, military type targets, with 
“pits’’ similar to the military matches. 
Everyone is equal here; you fire on one 
relay, and you, in turn, pull targets on an- 
other relay. The targets are behind alarge 
dirt bank, and the pit crew of the moment 
raises and lowers them, using a disc 
marker to show the location of the shot. 

There were to be nine relays in the 
Super Shoot match itself. Each relay has 
a small group winner, and a high score 
winner. Six minutes is the allotted time 
period for sighting in, and each shot is 
disced. There is plenty of assistance 
available during this time. . . . coaching is 
common, and there are friends and fellow 
shooters about, and the darndest collec- 
tion of light-gathering telescopes, old 
Japanese battleship binoculars, and cus- 
tom made binoculars utilizing B & L 
scopes mounted in tandem ever to be 
found in one place at one time. At the con- 
clusion of the sight in period, all must 
leave the firing line, with the exception of 
the ten shooters, and no more help is al- 
lowed. When the command to ‘‘fire’’ is 
given, the cannonading begins, with a 
time period of ten minutes for ten record 
shots. There are no clues within that time 
period as to bullet placement, and no one 
has yet claimed being able to see bullet 
holes in his target at this particular dis- 
tance. The shooter is alone in the cold 
world, with his thoughts, his hopes, anda 
wind sock .... probably in reverse order 
of importance. At the firing line, there are 
weather vanes in front, to show wind di- 
rection. At 700 yards there are five wind 
socks that rotate on twenty foot poles, 
across the range. One larger wind sock is 
off to the right of the range. Several small- 
er flags are on the 1000 yard bank, imme- 
diately behind which are the targets. (Edi-

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tor: if Tony Boyer ever took up 1000 yard 
shooting, it would take him DAYS to put 
out his wind flags). 

The small group relay winners then fire 
shoulder to shoulder in a final relay shoot- 
off, as do the high score relay winners, to 
determine the day’s winners. Each of 
these final relay winners take their turn in 
the pits for the other relay, moving the big 
tubular frames up and down. Fortunately 
these frames are counter-balanced on 
greased tubular rails, and travel quite 
easily. The targets measure 6 feet by 4 
feet, with a 13% inch black diameter 
bullseye; added is a 4 inch by 5 inch white 
rectangle, in the middle of the bullseye. 

The equipment used on the firing line is 
both sophisticated and specialized. Hart 
# 4 heavy bench actions are probably the 
most common, but Wichita and other cus- 
tom actions are finding increased favor. 
Hart barrels, usually with 1.450 inch diam- 
eters, as well as Wiseman and Douglas 
are pretty much the accepted standards. 
Most actions are block bedded in wooden 
stocks. The current trend is to block bed 
the barrel, and let the action float. Wolfe 
actions, custom made in Mifflinburg, 
Pennsylvania by Howard Wolfe are used 
frequently to handle the big .378 
Weatherby case. That case is attracting 
new attention because Sierra is now mak- 
ing 200 and 220 grain weight match bul- 
lets in .30 caliber. The 220 grain bullet has 
the best ballistic coefficient of any bullet 
available today. When that bullet is driven 
at 3200 f.p.s. from a 30 inch plus barrel, 
there is a decided wind-doping advan- 
tage. Rumors continue that Sierra is ex- 
perimenting with a 240 grain match bullet. 
In .30 caliber, the ten inch twist is most 
common, but there are both 9 inch and 8 
inch twists on the line. The cartridge case 
itself is a subject of great experimentation 
in 1000 yard circles; shooters conversa- 
tions are frequently directed to shoulder 
shapes, case volume, and the softness of 
the case metal as it comes from various 
manufacturers. Chronograph screens 
have been set up at 1000 yards, and shot 
through for precise information. Unertl 2 
inch and Ultra-Varmint scopes are the big 
favorites. Wood stocks still prevail, but 
fiberglass and aluminum stocks are now 
beginning to appear more often. 

Now the match itself. Keep in mind that 
a mild cross wind, or that some wind sud- 
denly dying can cause 24 inches at 1000 
yards. Still, conditions were generally fa- 
vorable for The Super Shoot match, anda 
goodly number of shooters, both male 
and female, took advantage of this unex- 
pected blessing from above. The ninth 
relay had the first and third smallest 
groups of the day, measuring 6.25 and 
6.50 inches respectively. The all time re- 
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cord here, which we believe to be a true 
world’s record, was a ten shot group that 
measured 5.309 inches, fired in August of 
1980 by Rick Taylor. The small group 


today was fired with a pre-64 model 70 ac-. 


tion, without magazine, wood stock, 
plain-Jane .308 Norma case, ten inch 
twist barrel, and (are you ready for this 
one?) 180 grain Nosler teflon-tip bullets. 
(You may want to sit down; you look as 
though you just got punched, hard). He 
had to switch to Sierra 190 match grain 
bullets for the shoot off, because he had 
exhausted his Nosler supply, and his 
group size then tripled. The third smallest 
group of the day, that 6.50 group, was 
fired with a 7 MM Super; this is the .375 H 
& H case, from Winchester, necked down, 
blown out, and with a special shoulder 
angle. The other factor here was a ‘“‘lot”’ 
of specially made 168 grain Sierra bullets 
with a different jacket than normal, now 
being tested by Sierra. The powder 


charge was 76 grains of the discontinued 
(and hoarded) H 570 powder. The writer’s 
experience with a 7 MM-300 Weatherby 
suggest that this particular load is proba- 
bly pushing the bullet at 3100 f.p.s. as it 
leaves the muzzle. 

The shoot-off small group was a 6.437 
by Vern Reed, second place was a 6.593 
group from Greg Amand, and Judy Smith 
took third place with a 9.937 group. 

Winter promises renewed activity back 
at the drawing board. Is there a soul 
among us that doesn’t feel that if he or she 
changes just one or two small things.... 
that next year’s groups will shrink, and 
every match day will have the wind flags 
not stirring?

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THE 6MM IN HUNTER CLASS 


The general purpose of this article is to 
align some of the information about 6mm 
Hunter Rifles that has been around for 
many years with some of the more mod- 
ern type ideas. With this we might better 
understand why someone might choose 
to shoot a 6mm Hunter Rifle even though 
the 308 is still winning very many match- 
es. There must be some very basic rea- 
sons (such as light recoil and good accu- 
racy) that continue to bring shooters (new 
and old) to shoot 6mm Hunter Rifles. 

In the late 60’s and early 70’s the 308 
was the leading case for Hunter Rifle com- 
petition. It was with a 308 in 1971 that 
Guy Green shot a 250-16X at 100 yards. 
This score would be considered a very 
good one for over 10 years. The only cus- 
tom type case for 6mm Hunter Rifles at 
this time was the 6-250. The factory 
6mm’s centered around a few 243 
Winchesters and 6mm Remingtons. The 
6’s were very limited. 

Since the number of 6mm Hunter Rifles 
were very limited there was a need for 
some kind of a push to help spread the 
word. In Rifle no. 18, Nov.-Dec. 1971, Ed 
Atts gave the 6’s a push. Ed did an article 
on a Competition Wildcat 6-250. He said 
they were accurate and the recoil was 
very light. 

In 1973 the 6’s were again mentioned 
this time by Warren Page in The Accurate 
Rifle. He said it was commonly chosen for 
custom Hunter Rifles. Mr. Atts and Mr.

Page both gave what they considered 
some of the standard 6-250 loads. Both 
men had very similar ideas: 

70-75g bullets 3031 30-35g 

70-75g bullets 4895 33-36g 

70-75g bullets H-380 34.5-36.5g 

If some of these loads were more or 
less standard did shooters ever use them 
for anything but Hunter Rifles? Some of 
these cases did from time to time show up 
in group shoots. One case of similar ca- 
pacity (slightly smaller) that had some 
success was the 6mm International. It 
was a 6mm International that Warner 
Henry of Greenville, Michigan used in the 
1974 National Light Varmint Champion- 
ship at Knoxville, Tennessee to finish in 
the Top 20. He used a standard type load 
for the late 60's and early 70’s 34.5g 4895 
with 70g Metzger bullets. If a case of this 
capacity (slightly larger) can do this well in 
group shoots why not Hunter Rifle. | for 
one, did notice that the man with the 6mm 
International did make the Top 20 Light 
Varmint in 1974. This case shape and 
load combination would stay with me for 
years to come. 

By the time the mid 1970’s rolled 
around, the 6-250 was still one of the 
most widely used custom cases for 6mm 
Hunter Rifles. This was also about the 
same time that there was interest in other 
case shapes. Most of these cases had 
sharper shoulder angles and wider shoul- 
der widths than the 6-250. There were at

shoulder angle; 6- Standard 243 Winchester. 
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least two areas where these new type 
cases showed up at matches. One area 
was in Texas and the other was on the 
east coast mainly around New Jersey. 

Some of the case shapes being used in 
Texas (which has been a Hunter Rifle 
stronghold for quite a while) looked very 
similar to a shortened 6mm Remington 
Improved. One thing a bit funny is that 
most people using these cases did not 
necessarily stay close to the minimum ca- 
pacity (NBRSA and old IBS rules) of 45.5g 
of water. These people were some of the 
early experimenters in Hunter Rifles. 

One case shape that showed up on the 
east coast in early to mid 70's was that of 
the 6mm competitor of the 6HLS. Walter 
Periera of East Brunswick, N.J., was the 
first to put this one on the firing line. At 
one point, Walter thought P.O. Ackley 
had described the case he had made up in 
one of his books on wildcats. What really 
happened was that P.O. made a slight 
mistake in his description of the 6HLS 
type case. Walt did really have a new one. 
The 6HLS of Walt's was the 6mm Rem- 
ington reamer run in short so the finished 
HLS case was the same finished length of 
the 250-3000 or 22-250, about 1.912 
maximum. The HLS of Walt’s had a long- 
er neck, wider and sharper shoulder angle 
but kept the same overall length as the 
250-3000. The difference in length from 
the 6mm Remington and the 6HLS was 
about .321 inches (2.233 - 1.912). The 
original HLS that Ackley tried to describe 
was the 6mm Remington reamer run in 
short but was headspaced with the 22- 
250 Headspace gauge. The cases that 
Walt and P.O. described were actually 
about .105 inches different in length. The 
reason | say P.O. Ackley's description 
was slightly off, is because | have since 
talked with Al Landers of Alamagordo, 
New Mexico. You guessed it, the ''L”’ of 
HLS. 

In late 1977 Marcy Lyons of Crowley, 
La., surveyed many Hunter Rifle shooters 
both NBRSA and IBS about their equip- 
ment and loads. In the 6mm category the 
6-250 and 6HLS type cases proved to be 
popular. The most popular powders were 
4895, H-380 and 760. Other than the 760 
the information from 1977 seemed very 
much to be in line with past information. 

One thing that did not go by unnoticed 
in the 1977 shooting season (NBRSA) 
was that the 6HLS type case set the first

Hunter Rifle World records at 100 yards, 
200 yards and the Grand Aggregate. Not 
a bad start for the 6HLS type case in 
competition. 

If the years from about 1973-1977 saw 
the 6HLS come on the Hunter Rifle scene, 
1979 should be remembered for the 6 X 
44 type case. The 6 X 44 case is basically 
the 6 BR reamer run in long. The finished 
case length is in the 1.725 to 1.750 inches 
length. As far as | can find out most cham- 
bers for this case are done without a 
headspace gauge. This could produce 
chambers that are slightly different. 
Some shooters went through this with the 
6HLS type case at first but took care of 
this problem with one $20.00 headspace

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gauge. All information points to Roger 
Gower as the first or one of the first to use 
this type case for Hunter Rifle. Roger 
started shooting the 6 X 44 in 1979. It 
should be noted that Roger was the 1978 
IBS Hunter Rifle National Champion 
shooting a 308. He evidently was looking 
towards the 6mm’s for something else. 
1979 being its first year in use, the 6 X 44 
showed promise. It showed so much 
promise that in 1980, 1981, and 1982, 
Roger Gower used the 6 X 44 for at least 
one yardage if not both in winning the IBS 
Hunter Rifle National Championship for 
all three years. Very impressive indeed! 
This case meets the NBRSA and old IBS 
rules of 45.5g of water capacity. What 
load or loads work in the 6 X 44? By now 
you can almost guess it; Roger's load is 
35g H4895 with 65g bullets. One other 
stronghold for the 6 X 44 is in the state of 
Texas. People like Frank Wilson from 
Austin, Texas have also used it very suc- 
cessfully with some of the same loads. 
The two most common are 34g 4895 and 
37.5g 760 both with 68-70g bullets. 

Of importance to anyone interested in 
6mm Hunter Rifle is what velocities can be 
obtained from these cases. The most 
popular load is about 34.0-35.0 grains of 
H4895 for about 3250-3300 F.P.S. with 
65g and 70g bullets from 22” barrels. 
Even though 3250-3300 is the most popu- 
lar velocity range, velocities as high as 
3500 F.P.S. are not hard to get. With 4895 
and 70g type bullets 14” twist barrels are 
by far the best if not the only way to go. 
Some 12” twist barrels shoot 70g bullets 
but in the long run they do not produce 
good day-in, day-out scores. The 12” 
twist barrels might in the future prove 
helpful if and when we can get good 85g 
type bullets. With powders like H-414 and 
760 the minimum capacity cases will push 
these 85g bullets at around 3350 F.P.S. 
The velocities mentioned are actual 
chronographed velocities from 22” 
barrels. 

Now that we know some of the back- 
ground (late 60’s and early 70’s) and also 
some information on the more modern 
case shapes available today, what are the

6mm doing in head to head competition. 
We are not going into world records (the 
6’s have set their share) but let’s look at 
the National Championships of the last 
few years. In the 1980 Hunter Nationals 
(first ever NBRSA) we saw a few 6’s make 
the Top 20. Allin all the 6’s did well for the 
number of them at the match. 1981 wasa 
different story. At the 1981 Nationals, 
nine (9) of the Top 20 were 6’s with the 
100 yard winner and second place in the 
Grand going to 6’s. At the 1982 Nationals 
the 6’s did not let up. Second place at 200 
yards and fourth and fifth place in the 
Grand. Of the Top 20, seven (7) used 
6mm’'s. As stated earlier at the IBS Na- 
tionals (most noticeably 1980, '81, & ’82) 
the 6mm Hunter Rifles have done well. 
Bear in mind that | am talking about cases 
that would meet the old IBS rules of 45.5g 
of water. At the NBRSA Nationals the 
6HLS shows up and at the IBS Nationals 
the 6 X 44 is there. Both have done very 
well and are very similar in performance. 
Bear in mind that there is a very small per- 
centage of people shooting 6mm but they 
still get into the winner's circle. 

With the 6’s getting into the winners cir- 
cle at the Nationals, we can say besides 
light recoil and good accuracy the 6's 
seem to hold up fairly well in the wind with 
65-70g type bullets. It is doubtful that in 
light and medium conditions that any 
other Hunter Rifle shoots as good as the 
6’s do. In heavy conditions, the match re- 
sults tell us the 6’s do not fare as well. One 
reason the 6's do well in light to medium 
conditions is really a combination of two 
(2) things the advocates of the 6’s said 
long ago. When you put good accuracy 
and light recoil together one by-product is 
the ability to shoot fast and this under cer- 
tain conditions is a definite advantage. 

Make no mistake about it, there are 
many cases that are good for Hunter Rifle 
and the 6 Hunter Rifle might not be for 
everyone but it does more than ever offer 
a good choice to anyone looking for the 
lighter recoil coupled with the superb ac- 
curacy and the ability to shoot fast if need- 
ed. The 6HLS and 6 X 44 type cases with 
70g bullets and 14” twist barrels seem to 
be leading the field. The 12” twist barrels 
and heavier bullets have not come along 
very well at all. The performance of the 6’s 
will improve as we have more and more 
shooters using them and if we can get 
new components such as heavier bullets 
in the future. 


*The above article focuses on NBRSA 
and old IBS Hunter Rifle rules, such as 
case capacity. Under new IBS rules case 
selection is unlimited. Many of the above 
mentioned case designs are optional to 
shooters.

Dear Dave, 

You have asked me to comment on the 
several methods of bedding rifles that | 
have used over the years, and to com- 
menta bit on the pros andcons of each. 

First we will talk about what is common- 
ly known as epoxy pillar bedding, using 
some type of epoxy that will fill the cavity, 
and flow around the action. This was the 
first method that most shooters have 
used, including myself, when | started in 
this game some twenty years or so ago; 
the method is still in wide use today. This 
is probably still the best method to use if a 
person has only hand tools to work with. 
The stocks can be hollowed out with hand 
chisels all the way through, then the cavi- 
ty filled with epoxy. 

Because some epoxies shrink during 
curing, several trips with thin layers of 
compound may be necessary before a 
perfect fit can be obtained. Your progress 
can be checked with a dial indicator 
clamped to the barrel, and the arm resting 
against the forend of the stock. Any 
movement between the stock and the re- 
ceiver can be seen on the indicator dial as 
the stock screws are alternately loosened 
and tightened, until you wind up with a 
perfect fit .... which | consider to be 
around .001 inch movement. This move- 
ment will be magnified because of the dis- 
tance from the receiver to the forend of 
the stock. 

This is the method used to check this 
method of bedding, as well as any other 
stock bedding method. 

This epoxy pillar method is very good 
for the individual to use on his own guns, 
especially wooden stocks, where a lot of 
material sometimes needs to be taken out 
in order to get rid of soft wood under the 

_action area. 

| would venture the opinion that the only 
drawbacks to this method would have to 
start with the possibility of tightening the 
action screws too tightly, with the epoxy 
slowly moving under too great a pressure; 
and finally the extra time needed to com- 
plete the job, because of the epoxy cure 
time. 

The second method is the use of alumi- 
num stock for the pillars. | use % inch 
round aluminum bars for making the pil- 
lars, either facing off square for use on flat 
bottomed actions, or cut on one end with 
a fly cutter to the exact radius of a round 
receiver. 

The stock is then set up in the milling 
machine, and bored with an end mill about 
1/16 inch larger than the pillar diameter all 
the way to the bottom shell of a fiberglass 
stock, or to the trigger guard on a wood 
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stock. Measurements are then made from 
the stock screws, then pulled up tight on 
the receiver, with release agent on the re- 
ceiver, and the stock screws themselves. 
But, be careful not to get release agent on 
the pillar itself. Then drill holes of appro- 
priate size all the way through to the out- 
side of the stock, so that the screws can 
be removed later on. 

A coat of epoxy applied to the stock it- 
self, as well as the pillar, will insure a good 
bond, and minimize air bubbles. Drop the 
receiver into the stock, and let the epoxy 
set up. Remove the screws after the 
epoxy has cured, and add a very thin coat 
of free-flowing epoxy to the receiver area. 
Warm the epoxy as well as the receiver 
with a blow dryer, and then place the re- 
ceiver back into the stock, and pull the 
stock screws up real snug. This usually 
results in a good bedding job in a relatively 
short period of time. 

This method is a very good one to use 
for someone who has a tendency to get 
carried away with a screwdriver, and es- 
pecially an allen wrench, because it is al- 
most impossible to compress the com- 
pleted job. | am aware of the existence of 
a school of thought that believes that alu- 
minum is not a good choice for the pillars, 
because of the different expansion rates 
of aluminum and epoxy. | have used this 
method on several of my own guns, and 
have been unable to see any difference in 
accuracy at any temperature. 

The third method is basically the same 
as with the aluminum pillars, except that 
the pillars are made from oil field fiber- 
glass sucker rods. These rods are made 
of fiberglass strands, running parallel in 
an epoxy bond. These rods are used in 
wells, at depths of up to 15,000 feet. The

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weight of this much rod is enormous, and 
yet there must be a minimum of stretch. 
These rods are rapidly replacing steel for 
such use. 

This is the method that | am currently 
using for making pillars. The expansion of 
the stock, as well as the pillar material it 
would seem should be as nearly the same 
as can be had with anything. These pillars 
are about as hard to compress as the alu- 
minum versions. 

| do all my stocks this way, whether 
they will be conventionally bedded, or 
glued in. The only difference is leaving the 
release agent off the glue in. Personally | 
cannot see any difference in accuracy ei- 
ther way, but the action surely will not fall 
out of the stock if the glue should come 
loose. The real benefit comes from having 
all material close to the same expansion 
rate; and a good bedding job that is not 
glued in will ease your mind when you 
have tried just about everything in an ef- 
fort to make a rifle shoot well .... and 
have the frustrating realization that you 
cannot check the bedding on the glue in. 
This way you can rig up your dial indica- 
tor, and check the bedding .... and put 
your mind at ease, at least as regards the 
bedding. 

A properly smithed pillar bed job will 
certainly shoot as good as a glue in. 
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A Brief History of Hart Actions 


The Hart family has been making cus- 
tom benchrest actions longer than any- 
one in the business today. It began in up- 
state New York, with the late Charles 
Hart. He produced his first actions in the 
1952-1953 era; it is impossible to exactly 
pinpoint the date, because no one at the 
time realized that they were witnessing 
the start of anything imposing. 

His first two actions were round on the 
top and bottom, and had flat sides. Later 
production dropped the flat side concept, 
and the receivers from that point on were 
totally round. For those who feel that only 
one with the finest of machine shop facili- 
ties at his disposal can ever develop any- 
thing .... those first Hart actions were 
made with a drill and files. The bolt ways 
were drilled with a twist drill, and then 
filed. That, my friends, is determination 
....and that kind of determination makes 
up for the lack of an awful lot of 
machines! 

No one knows how many actions 
Charles Hart actually completed, but pro- 
duction was definitely small scale, with 
the total certainly less than fifty. Charles 
Hart passed away in the year of 1958, 
leaving some actions in various stages of 
completion. His sons, Bob and Clyde, 
each took some, and in time finished a 
number of them. Some of these actions 
may still turn up at a rifle match today. 
Clyde did not go into the action business, 
because he was very involved with Hart 
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Rifle Barrels, but Bob continued working 
on actions. 

Bob Hart had been experimenting with 
action designs of his own for a time. He 
designed a massive benchrest action for 
the big gun. It was aninch and three quar- 
ters in diameter, and over fifteen inches 
long; originally developed to ease the 
bedding problems with wood stocks of 
the day. At that time, bedding meant pre- 
cise mating of wood to metal without the 
benefit of synthetic materials. Bob felt 
that the bigger the action was, the less 
strain on the bedding area. For those who 
wanted a small action for the then- 
emerging varmint class, Bob also offered 
his plain action .... which was similar to 
the action made by his father. Both ac- 
tions are currently available today; the 
plain model is listed in the current Hart 
catalog under that very name, and the big 
action has been called the number four. 
These early actions used a long, push-in 
type bolt stop, and the tang was slightly 
different from current models. 

Up until 1962, production was on a 
pretty casual basis; the family made ac- 
tions primarily for their own use, and sold 
only a few, when successfully coaxed to 
do so by a very few. Actions were ran- 
domly serial numbered. However, de- 
mand for the Hart actions was growing, to 
the point where it was increasingly hard to 
ignore it... . and Bob made the decision 
to go into action manufacture seriously. 
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He had come home from The Nationals in 
St. Louis with an idea for a new action 
....anaction that employed a cantilever 
extension on the front of the action, to en- 
able one to mount the scope entirely on 
the receiver, and keep it off the barrel, 
which was beginning to be suspected as a 
prime culprit in the analysis of unexpect- 
ed ‘‘fliers’’. In the beginning, this style 
was produced in two types; the light var- 
mint, or number two, had two guard 
screws, both in the receiver, and the 
heavy varmint, or number three, which 
used a third screw in the extension. 

In the year of 1963, the Robert W. Hart 
Company was born, and the books start- 
ed. Consecutive serial numbers began. 
Serial number 1 was a plain style, with a 
large (or .308) bolt face. The corporate re- 
cords show it as having been sold to a J. 
Southard. This was probably Jerry 
Southard, of Sussex, New Jersey, who 
started shooting in 1949, and was a re- 
spected competitor on the Eastern circuit 
well into the 1970's. Production that first 
year was mostly the small, or varmint ac- 
tion, with the small .222 bolt face, keeping 
in mind that the .222 was king of the 
benchrest hill at this time. The first canti- 
lever action sold was serial number 3, a 
number two (light varmint) type. The first 
number three heavy varmint was serial 
number 8; it was a .308 bolt-face. The ear- 
liest serial number on anumber four (unre- 
stricted) action is No. 2. 

Production was steady, but never ona 
large scale; the action production has 
never been confused with a General Mo- 
tors production line. Actions were made 
at the rate of about sixty a year. By the 
early 1970's, serial numbers were in the 
high three hundred range. Scopes were 
getting lighter and shorter, with the initial 
entry in this field coming from Remington, 
of course. There was even talk of a new, 
internal adjustment model scope from 
Lyman. When Bob saw the prototype, he 
went to work on a new action. 

Serial #400 was reserved for the first of 
this style. The record book for serial num- 
bers shows a reservation there for a 
model #1A action, with a .222 bolt face, 
but for one reason or another, it was 
never made. The first model #1A to be 
sold was serial number 415, sold to Gary 
Ocock, part of a run of three. As most of 
us know, the 1A model has an outside di- 
ameter of 1.600 inch, with a 1.750 inch 
sleeve extension, which in turn is inside 

In September of 1974, there came an

diameter bored to 1.300 inch, allowing 
use of a 1.250 diameter barrel. Overall 
length is 9% inch, and weight is 3 pounds, 
14 ounces. From this first 1A action for- 
ward, the 1A became a regular and popu- 
lar entry in the record book of the corpora- 
tion, and caused the demise of the old 
number three heavy varmint style. It 
should be mentioned that the 1A is the 
style action that was on the varmint rifle 
that Bob Hart used to win the heavy 
bench nationals one year, which caused 
quite a stir at the time... .a13¥%2 pound 
rifle winning heavy bench! The 1A re- 
mains a very popular model today, due to 
its superb balance in a heavy varmint 
class rifle. 

During this era, Bob’s son, Wally, had 
become active in the business, learning all 
facets of action manufacture. Wally was 
involved in the development of the 1A ac- 
tion. The business name was changed to 
Robert W. Hart and Son, Inc. 

The came the introduction of the Hart 
model 2A action, a scaled down version of 
the 1A, weighing three pounds and two 
ounces, and aimed at the ten and a half 
pound classes. Its arrival signalled the de- 
mise of the older Hart number two action. 
The record book shows the first 2A to ap- 
pear therein as being number 452; the 
book shows it as being a pilot model. It 
was owned and used by Bob Hart, but has 
since been sold. My information has it as 
part of aheavy varmint rifle in current use. 
end to the original era of Robert W. Hart 
and Son.... with the death of Bob Hart. 
The business leadership passed to Wally 
Hart. Action serial numbers continued as 
before, but the prefix ‘‘W’’ on any actions 
made since then marks the passing of the 
business from Father to Son. A simple, 
yet ongoing, tribute to the departed Bob 
Hart thus appears on each Hart action 
today .... reminiscent of the British car 


maker, whose board of directors, upon 
the death of the founding president, sol- 
emnly voted to changed the ‘‘RR”’ on the 
radiator of every Rolls-Royce made 
thereafter from red to black. Eloquence is 
often a simple thing! The ‘‘W’’ appeared 
for the first time on serial No. 492, a model 
1A sold to a Mr. W. Gay. 

January of 1975 brought Wally Hart his 
next test. Until that time all bolts used had 
been purchased from Remington. At that 
point in time he was notified that Reming- 
ton would no longer sell bolts to outside 
interests. Wally devoted a considerable 
amount of time to developing a replace- 
ment bolt, and while he was at it, he ef- 
fected several improvements. Extraction 
was more positive in the new design. The 
locking lugs were made longer, providing 
more strength, and finally, by eliminating 
the counterbore in the barrel, chambering 
of the round was made easier. The new 
bolt appeared for the first time in serial 
No. 500, a model #2A which the book 
shows as a test rifle. 

There have been a few changes in the 
actions over the years. The bolt stops 
have changed, and the tangs slightly al- 
tered to streamline the action, as well as 
save weight. Actions can be encountered 
in left hand versions, or with ports oppo- 
site the bolt handle. The latter is done to 
facilitate feeding in a benchrest firing po- 
sition. A few have received magazines. 
There were some experimental actions 
made, and these are so marked. Some 
serial numbers never got made, for one 
reason or another, such as the aforemen- 
tioned serial #400. Due to a mix-up, the 
98th action, a heavy number four style, 
was marked #68A. The corporate record 
book reads like a ‘‘Who’s Who’’ of 
benchrest noteables. Also well represent- 
ed are many prominent names in big-bore 
shooting.

Robert W. Hart and Son today contin- 
ues to produce actions at the rate of 
about sixty a year, year in and year out. 
The latest serial number in the record 
book, at this point (October, 1982) is 
#886. There have been no new styles 
added since the advent of the #2A. There 
is, however, talk of a smaller short action 
for light varmint and sporter guns, and 
maybe anew varmint hunting action, with 
a magazine. Who knows what the future 
will bring? But as long as shooters fire ri- 
fles from a benchrest, it seems to be a 
pretty good bet that Hart actions will be 
there somewhere .... on the firing line.

The day’s mail often brings letters from 
readers that want to know why their care- 
fully reloaded ammo will not produce 
groups somewhat closer to those that 
they see in match reports each month. 
These dedicated handloaders and rifle- 
men are using factory built rifles with lots 
of eye appeal, and an ample price tag. Be- 
Cause prices have gone up and up over 
the years we often just assume that the 
quality of factory workmanship and the 
quality control have also gone up. Accura- 
cy is also thought to have improved. 
These are, unfortunately, erroneous as- 
sumptions. And indeed the task can be lik- 
ened to attempting to make a silk purse 
out of a sow’s ear. The real world of rifle 
accuracy is more than the two elements 
of top quality reloading and an individual 
at the bench who is shooting with a high 
level of skill. There is a third element.... 
the rifle itself must be as perfect as the 
state of the art of the day allows. There is 
of course a different standard for a facto- 
ry rifle than for a custom built benchrest 
rifle from the shop of a top accuracy gun- 
smith, but that does not mean that we do 


not have a right to expect good accuracy 
from an expensive factory rifle. 

Over the years of evolution that have 
brought us to today’s benchrest rifle, it 
has been widely recognized that the limi- 
tations that we had to deal with were the 
three ‘‘B’s’’... . bullets, barrels, and bed- 
ding. Quality barrels became available, 
and today there are at least a half-dozen 
barrelmakers that are capable of turning 
out record-breaking tubes. Bullet quality 
eventually came into its own, as the result 
of a lot of hard work by people such as 
Biehler, Astles, Pindell, Culver, Detsch, 
and a long list of others. 

In the benchrest world, if a particular 
product does not contribute to accuracy, 
but rather harms accuracy .... the word 
spreads quickly, and sales of that product 
quickly become zilch. On the other hand, 
factory rifles may have absolutely terrible 
accuracy, but still sell well, because of 
good appearance in the retail dealers 
rack, flashy advertising or a brand name 
that trades on yesterday’s gloves. Some 
of these factory rifles have not kept pace 
with accuracy developments as_ they 
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evolved over the years, and while it rather 


boggles the mind... . some factory rifles 
are getting worse, not better, . in 
accuracy. 


| have made the statement to the editor 
that not one factory barrel in twenty five 
has a properly crowned barrel. When the 
editor was drawing up the ‘‘fun gun” 
rules, as aresult of my pounding him over 
the head, the expert class, which requires 
a factory barrel, had no prohibition on re- 
crowning... .since that is one of the sim- 
plest and cheapest ways to improve ac- 
curacy on the factory rifle. 

Few factory rifles have proper contact 
of the locking lugs. It is common place to 
find only one locking lug bearing. Barrels 
are installed so tightly that chambers col- 
lapse. One such case resulted in a cham- 
ber run out of .031! When it was returned 
to the factory, with a polite letter detailing 
this little failing, it was promptly returned 
to the sender, with a brief letter to the ef- 
fect that it was ‘within factory 
tolerances’. (Editor: | hear America sing- 
ing.) There are any number of other areas 
within the barrel and action where toler- 
ances prevent good rifle performance. 

Does it make a difference? During the 
past year the writer undertook a study to 
determine if the tolerances, attention to 
detail, and accuracy knowledge of the 
benchrest world... . if used on a factory 
rifle .... would do anything appreciable 
to shrink average group size of that rifle. 
Corrections are not always possible. 
Every step that we used can be carried 
out by a knowledgeable gunsmith. The 
objective standard that we selected was 
to get the rifle grouping under the halfinch 
mark on aregular basis. Agreed, there are 
some factory rifle that, when properly re- 
loaded, will occasionally accomplish this. 
But a group or two under a half inch is not 
a true indication of rifle capability. A num- 
ber of groups must be shot and averaged. 
The average figure is the true indicator of 
rifle performance. 
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A number of current factory built rifles 
were given preliminary test firing, at- 
tempting to find one with some level of 
promise. If they shot real poorly, an in- 
spection was made to see why. Poor 
crowning of barrels was common; some 
of the rifles apparently were crowned by a 
singularly uninterested, dull-toothed bea- 
ver. (Editor: | cannot imagine the unions 
allowing a beaver on the production line, 
Rick. Unless, of course, the beaver be- 
longed to the union). Poor locking lug con- 
tact was so common that we came to re- 
gard one locking lug touching as an 
improvement over the several that we 
found with neither lug bearing. Reamer 
pilot calling and marks forward of the 
chamber were found. Inside the barrels, 
final reamer galling was found in anumber 
of barrels, across the lands, and visible to 
the un-aided eye .... certain indeed to 
produce copper fouling. Make and price 
range had little to do with what we found. 
Finally we selected a U.S. well-known fac- 
tory rifle to work with. This particular rifle 
was chambered for the .223, and was pro- 
ducing groups averaging about an inch 
and a half. 

| personally have never thought all that 
highly of the .223, except for a few that 
the benchresters used, blown out and 
with a shoulder angle change, and natu- 
rally in a 14 inch twist barrel. The stan- 
dard .222 has better accuracy potential, 
and the .222 Magnum has better external 
ballistics. Most rifles produced in this 
twist have 1-10 and 1-12 twists, which are 
fine with longer and heavier bullets, but 
which sharply over-stabilize lighter and 
shorter .224 bullets. 

The first out-of-box groups with this 
rifle were running 1.250 to 1.600. Back to 
the shop; the barrel was re-crowned, and 
the seven pound trigger pull was given 
some attention. Due to good basic trigger 
design, this was brought down to a safe 
‘three pound pull, with little over-travel 
and no creep. 

Most reloading manuals give limited 
data for heavy, longer bullets in the .223. 
A 60 grain hollow point bullet by Sierra, 
.775” long, was reloaded to velocity lev- 
els of 2800-2900 f.p.s. At this point we 
had the rifle down to an average in the low 
.900s. Some of that progress came from 
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the correction of a poor crowning job, and 
we now had better control of the rifle on 
the sandbags, due to our getting the trig- 
ger pull down to manageable levels. The 
barrel cleaned up without signs of copper 
fouling, due in part to the lower velocities, 
but which primarily indicated a barrel 
without major reamer marks produced 
during barrel production and reaming. 

Back to the drawing board; back to the 
shop. Other little nicities were given some 
attention. The locking lugs were lapped to 
give better bearing. The bolt was given 
minor lapping, to smooth it up. The ex- 
tractor was ground back slightly, because 
it was pushing hard into the case extrac- 
tor groove; when doing this, one must not 
get carried away, and thus lose positive 
extraction. The spring under the ejector 
was lightened up, because it was pushing 
hard on the case head. Enough pressure 
was left however to give positive 
ejection. 

At this point, we had the rifle turning ina 
five group aggregate. The groups primar- 
ily showed vertical dispersion. The rifle 
was rebedded. Further testing produced 
the same size groups, still with vertical 
stringing. 

This particular barrel obviously has 
built-in internal stresses, and when it 
warms up with firing, it strings shots up 
and down. With that fact realized, and ac- 
cepted, groups were now fired very slow- 
ly, and the barrel allowed to stay cool. The 
groups size promptly began to shrink, 
and finally came the giddy moment when 
the heavens parted. ...anda.220 group 
was hanging in the target frame. Outside 
air temperature and the rate of fire were 
now the primary controlling factors in ob- 
taining very good groups. 

A knowledgeable gunsmith can make 
these very minor corrections in a rifle. For 
safety reasons, they should not be at- 
tempted by the kitchen gunsmith. Lap- 
ping the locking lugs effects headspace. 
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One should either have experience with 
triggers, or leave them alone .... as er- 
rors in this area can either turn up aruined 
trigger, or an unsafe, unreliable trigger. If 
a quality, lighter trigger pull is desired, re- 
placement triggers are made for most fac- 
tory rifles. They cost more, but that is be- 
cause more man-hours of work go into 
their manufacture. 

| would have to guess that the main rea- 
son that most factory rifles shoot poorly is 
simply that they have a poor quality bar- 
rel. There is not much that a gunsmith can 
do about that, except for re-crowning, 
and some minor lapping. 

Several other makes of rifles that were 
tried, before final selection of this .223, 
had short comings that would have made 
it impossible to improve, to any great de- 
gree. After working with custom 
benchrest actions, barrels and triggers 
for a period of time, it dosen’t take much 
inspection to spot potential trouble 
spots. 

Probably the most important and com- 
mon shortcoming of the factory rifle, and 
the easiest one to correct, is barrel crown- 
ing. One of our top barrel makers, this 
past summer, told me that the crowning 
of the barrel is the single most important 
activity when gunsmithing a barrel. | have 
seen barrels where the owner was abso- 
lutely convinced that he needed a new 
barrel .... and a simple re-crowning im- 
mediately restored the barrel to the tack- 
driver class. 

The expert division of the up-coming 
‘fun gun’’ matches, being experimented 
with in a limited number of IBS matches 
on a trial basis this year should prove a 
most interesting opportunity to see what 
experienced benchrest shooters can do 
.... Within the limitations of a factory ac- 
tion and factory barrel requirement. It 
could be .... as the editor said .... 
“fun’’. |certainly will be on the firing line. 
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There is no doubt that the strength of 
the 6 PPC has made the Previous Hero, 
the .222 Remington, truly a lesser light of 
the current day. However, we dealt with 
the ‘‘deuce”’ in the last article, so we will 
skip over the factory standard .222 here, 
if | may make so bold. 

The .222 Remington magnum, the 
slightly longer version of the .222 (1.700 
for the deuce, and 1.850 for the magnum, 
overall case lengths) never really found 
much favor with benchrest shooters; the 
late Bob Hart however was an exception 
to this rule. Bob won the 1973 IBS Heavy 
Bench Nationals with a heavy varmint 
class rifle (in an era when this sort of thing 
just wasn’t even attempted), chambered 
for the .222 magnum. The rifle was based 
ona Hart 1A action, and the .222 magnum 
load was 23.5 grains of 4198 powder, 
Remington 7¥2 primers, and Remington's 
short-lived 52 grain match bullets. The 
scope used was one of ‘‘the new short 
ones’’, aLyman 20 power. Most shooters

(Cartridges, Not Shooters)

were unhappy with the relatively short 
neck of the magnum version. 

Then there was the modestly popular 
wildcat, the .222%2. It’s exact originator is 
not known, but the names of Ted 
Boughton and Ed Shilen are invariably 
drawn into any discussion of the car- 
tridge. An upcoming article is planned on 
the cartridge, based on the many letters 
of the late Ted Boughton to the editor, 
back around 1969, when Ted was at- 
tempting the just about impossible task of 
teaching the editor a few simple facts. 
The wildcat was never really standard- 
ized, and hence the individual versions 
were known to vary a bit. Ted’s version 
was based on the .222 magnum (as they 
all were), with .222 magnum cases run 
into a standard .222 sizing die the proper 
amount, and then trimming the overall 
length back from 1.850 to 1.820. This 
gave, of course, the same neck length as 
the standard .222, with more boiler room 
for the powder. Ted really set up his car- 
tridge around 4895 powder, which was 
his recommended propellant. . . about 26 
to 27 grains, for which he used an eleven 
inch drop tube. The editor used to use 
22.5 to 23.0 grains of 4198 in his, which 
used to get Ted madder than blazes. War- 
ren Page won the IBS 1971 heavy varmint 
class championships with a .222¥%2. The 
equipment lists showed Warren using 
22.4 grains of 4198... which caused Ted 
to scowl at the good Mr. Page for a while. 
That same year Jerry Hart won the IBS 
heavy bench Nationals with a borrowed 
222%, using a load of 27.5 grains of 748 
powder ... which really caused some 
scowls up in Rochester, New York, where 
Ted was based. In that era, the 222%, in 
the right hands, was mighty tough to 
beat. Art Blensinger was another suc- 
cessful shooter of the case. It has been 
quite a while since someone played with 
the 222%2, but I'll bet that Ed Shilen still 
has the chambering reamers. (Well, there 
goes another advertiser . . . probably an- 
other friendship as well). 

Unlike the slumbering .222¥2 (notice 
that | didn’t say dead . . . just slumbering) 
the .22-45 still pops up in an occasional 
match report. Rich Hornbeck, who still 
swears by the cartridge even today, and if 
memory serves me correctly, both Stan 
Buchtel and George Kelbly have been 
known to shoot the case in recent days. 
The father of the case is Hall of Fame 


shooter, the late Ralph Stolle. When 
Ralph Stolle and Eldon Stolle were shoot- 
ing together, both using the .22-45, fre- 
quently everyone else found that they 
were shooting for third place. The case is 
simply the .222 magnum case, full length, 
but with a 45° sharp shoulder ... which 
effectively stops the forward flow of 
brass. The case is formed simply by mov- 
ing the leading edge of the shoulder back 
enough to allow the case to enter the 
chamber, and then fire form with a normal 
load. Case life is just about forever, and 
the case handles all the powders common 
to the .222 family; Stan Buchtel uses H 
322, and | would suspect (not know, but 
suspect), that H 335 might be a good one 
to try. 

There have been other .222 family wild- 
cats. The standard .222 with a 45° shoul- 
der was reportedly popular for a while in 
Australia. Both Red Cornelison and Larry 
Engelbrecht shoot sharp shouldered 
(40°-45°) versions of the .223 for a while, 
indeed quite a while. Jim Meyer’s blown 
forward, short neck .22 Jalapena was 
given a brief write-up in our pages within 
the past year. Art Freund has long fired 
the .222-35. 

We dealt with the 6 x 47 (.222 magnum 
necked up to 6 MM) in our prior article. A 
family member of that branch of the tree 
was Dave Hall’s improved 6 x 47, of the 
1970 era. Holding about two grains more 
than the standard 6 x 47, the basic idea 
was to get a bit more velocity out of the 
case. It still has many of the problems in- 
herent to the 6 x 47, but Dave Hall didn’t 
make it into the Hall of Fame with 
Greenstamps . . . he was one tough com- 
petitor in his day . . .as dozens of second- 
place finishers can attest to. 

It is very highly unlikely that you will 
stumble across one of these today, but 
around 1970 there was a little wildcat 
known as the 30 x 47. Jim Stekl, Art 
Freund, and Mike Walker were muddling 
with the little cuss, which may be quickly 
described as the .300 Savage case, at an 
overall length of 1.871; the object being to 
come up with a case holding about ten 
grains less powder than the .308. The 
most popular load was 41.3 grains of H 
380 with the 168 grain Sierra bullet. The 
case is the full length .300 Savage with 
the shoulder set back .125”. Cases are 
formed by simply grinding .125 off the 
bottom of a .300 Savage full length die. 
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(Note: do not try grinding it off the top of 
the die . . . it doesn’t work that way). The 
.300 Savage was chosen as the parent 
case, rather than the .308, to avoid a trim 
operation. The limited few who were ex- 
perimenting with the case did quite well 
with it for a while... with Art Freund fin- 
ishing 4thin the heavy varmint class at the 
1970 Nationals with it, and Jim Stekl fin- 
ishing 12th. Another popular load was 
34.0-35.5 grains of 4895, again with the 
Sierra 168 grain bullet. One wonders 
what the case would do with Speedy 
Gonzalez or GTB light bullets today. 

The .257 caliber has been pretty much 
dormant since about 1950. That was the 
era when Bob Wallack was touting the: 1.) 
250 Donaldson (.257 Roberts shortened 
to 2.100 with a 30° shoulder), 2.) .250 
Donaldson Ace (.250-3000 brass, shoul- 
der moved back, and about 3/16” shorter 
than the .250 Donaldson Helldiver (use 
the .250 Donaldson reamer, and cut a full 
length .257 case chamber). That was alot 
of touting to do, but Bob Wallack was a 
.25 caliber lover. 

A few of our ranks have, in bygone 
days, gone off on a 6.5 caliber tangent; 
Marlin Bassett and Jerry Southard are 
two names to come to mind. Eventually 
even determined souls such as these 
were forced to concede that the lack of 
good bullets made the task. . .abit much. 

Where is the next frontier? | dunno. But 
the call for .257 match grade bullets is get- 
ting louder these days. And down in 
Texas, Speedy Gonzalez has purchased 
Clarence Detsch’s own set of 7 MM car- 
bide bullet-making dies . . .and does have 
J 4 jackets. And GTB is playing around 
with 7 MM as well. 

There you go again, editor ... dream- 
ing. End of article. 


Actually, itisn’t the end of the article. . . 
but | wanted to see the look on TJ 
Jackson’s face when he realized that | 
had not mentioned the Remington BR 
case. 

Ah yes, the Remington BR ... loved 
madly, even passionately, by a very few 
. .. ignored (by intent) by the silent majori- 
ty ... and hated madly, even passionate- 
ly, by a considerably larger number than 
those who wear their BR patch on their 
jammies as they retire each evening. 
Climb up on the editor’s knee there son 
... and we'll tell you a bedtime story... 
about the BR ... an eternal chameleon 
...an eternal enigma ... an eternal... 
uh, son, why don’t you get rid of that 
sticky lollypop, and then come back. I'll 
wait. 

Lessee, where was |? Oh yes, the be- 
ginning of the BR story. In the 1976 era, 
Jim Stekl of Remington Arms was suc- 
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cessful in getting that factory to turn outa 
limited run of what was essentially a .308 
case, with a small rifle primer pocket. Mr. 
Stekl, a gentleman who knows his way 
around a benchrest range, and who is a 
wildcatter, (beneath the DuPont corpo- 
rate veneer), muddled with his cases for a 
while, and came up with two versions, 
each 1.520 inches long...a6BR, anda 
.22 BR. At the June, 1977 match at Johns- 
town, Jim Stekl put together groups of 
.135, .217, .117, .152, and .226, for a 
.1776 agg, with a .22 BR. He returned to 
take second place in the IBS heavy bench 
class nationals that same year, again with 
the .22 version. Remington chose to give 
the two cases a half legitimate-half bas- 
tard existence, offering their 40x BR rifles 
for sale in the dual chamberings ... but 
without the ammo being available. To 
shoot your new factory rifle pride and joy, 
the shooter was forced to buy a 117 die 


forming set (maybe it was only 115 dies © 


... hard to remember), buy the two inch 
long ‘‘basic’’ BR case, and settle down for 
a good workout at the loading bench. 
The always-heard lament was that the 
brass was just plain too thick, as it came 


from the factory. The difficulties of case 
extraction were sort of legendary. A lot of 
blood and sweat went into attempts to 
make the BR competitive with the PPC 

. and for every drop of blood, every 
drop of sweat, every tear... there were 
5,000 curse words. As match races go, it 
was sort of like Spectacular Bid racing a 
dachsund ... and about as close. 

Remington then brought out the 7 BR, 
for silhouette shooters using the XP-100 
pistol. At least Remington didn’t treat the 
silhouette shooters any better than the 
benchrest shooters . . . they didn’t come 
any closer to getting a factory case than 
we did. 

Remington caught a lot of heat about 
the strange way of doing things . . . a fac- 
tory chambered rifle, and no factory 
ammo ... and a basic case whose case 
walls were way too thick. It is known that 
they tried to make the case, in response 
to alot of shooter pressure, and had such 
a degree of case loss in the process that 
they dismissed the idea as just not practi- 
cal... and the shooters be hanged. The 
editor was not there at the time, but can

Dear Dave: 

Your giving me the title of Uncharted 
Waters comes too damn close to the 
truth! This Schutzen research has taken 
me into areas that seem to never have ex- 
isted or all data was lost. The simpler ex- 
planation is we are trying to apply smoke- 
less technology to black powder rules. 

Just installed an ‘‘Oehler’’ #33 chrono- 
tach with indoor skyscreens Ill in my 
basement range which now lets me work 
ten times harder discovering why my 
loads didn’t shoot properly. My previous 
“Chrono” was at the ‘‘Shop”’ range, a 
half hour drive each way and difficult to 
set up each time. 

You bench resters want a uniform high 
velocity load, while we lead bullet shoot- 
ers require a uniform low velocity load and 
from probably a larger capacity case than 
yours. As usual the recommended pow- 
ders aren't the ones that do what you 
think they should. Everyone wants speed 
and power, so there is a great vacuum of 
information regarding slow flight. The 
ideal velocity is around 1100 ft ps where 
wind deflection is the least according to 
the tables and only as good again when 
up around 1900 FPS and higher. Plain 
lead base bullets must be kept on the low 
end, so we are Stuck with a little powder 
rattling around in a big case with velocity 
spreads exceeding 150 FPS depending 
whether the muzzle is up or down, not too 
good when shooting Off Hand. 

Thus my cutting back on the regular 30 


30 case to 12” long to reduce the capaci- 
ty. My first mistake on this 1/2” case was 
attempting to maintain the same 1550 
FPS bullet velocity with a 190 grain bullet 
as the regular full capacity case. We are 
only punching holes in paper, we don’t 
need a high energy load. As | back down 
the load and velocity, the spread is clos- 
ing down very nicely. Suddenly we are in 
the realm of the old bulky shotgun and 
early rifle powders, low in weight, large in 
bulk. 1012 grains nearly fills the case and 
no raising the muzzle or high velocity to 
chew up the plain base bullet. We’re get- 
ting about 1325 FPS with the 190 grain 
plain base bullet. 

Going over to the 375 W, a straight 
case, which also has too much interior 
powder capacity for low velocity, but this 
was easily solved by pressing in a %” X 
1/16 wall by 1” long piece of polyethelene 
tubing to bush down the inside to about 
the same capacity as my little 30-30 X 
12”. Wow! 10.5 grains of powder and a 
300 grain bullet goes 1200 FPS with only 
a 25 FPS spread. 

I'm not mentioning make or # of pow- 
der yet as there are many more to test, but 
as soon as a powder can be pin pointed it 
will be in the next letter with group results. 

All this indoor research was on a rainy 
Thanksgiving weekend, now we have to 
get to the range and see how they group. 
We hope our next episode will have good 
news, who knows?

only hazard the opinion that if they were 
trying to make the BR case out of that 
thick-walled stuff ... I’m surprised that 
the factory is still standing. All they really 
got was a first hand look at the troubles 
that shooters had been going through for 
years, trying to make the confounded 
cartridge. 

Remington did, about three years ago, 
make a very small run of 7 BR brass, with 
much thinner case walls. Those few fortu- 
nate enough to get their hands on some 
promptly went into an advanced form of 
ecstasy... at which point Remington ap- 
parently concluded that it was no fun 
making something that was successful 
... and scrapped the project. All that is 
available today is the ‘‘basic’’, thick- 
walled case. 

Probably the leading exponents today 
of the BR case are TJ Jackson of Austin, 
Texas, and Ron Keim, of Ohio. Each tells 
me that if one does not have a nominal 
supply of the short-lived 7 BR brass, the 
shooter virtually has to turn the SHOUL- 
DERS, if one is to avoid the dreaded ex- 
traction problems. This can be done by a 
skilled lathe operator, or (lam told), aneck 
turner CAN be modified to handle the 
chore ... although | suspect the conver- 
sion is not all that simple. 

Both Jackson and Keim use BR 28 
powder, now virtually impossible to lo- 
cate, and Keim will also use 4895. In a re- 
cent discussion with Ron Keim, he told me 
that he finished up a new 6 BR barrel half- 
way through the 1985 shooting season, 
fired the entire remaining half season... 
and never had to re-size the cases. Ron 
expects to wear out the barrel with 20 
cases. The case gives quite a bit more ve- 
locity than the PPC, and should be quite 
the ticket with the new Berger 80 grain 6 
MM bullets, or the Berger 65 grain .224 
bullets. 

If Remington were, some day, to call in 
a couple of engineers, and tell them... ‘‘] 
want formed BR brass. Don't tell me ‘‘you 
can't’, because you are on the project 
until you either solve it, or you retire, or 
you die. Thank you. Good day. Get out” 
... They could just restore their tarnished 
name in the accuracy world. Too bad... 
at one time, Remington was the only fac- 
tory that gave a damn about accuracy. 
Today, no one does.

Dear Dave 

There is a matter on my mind that has 
been troubling me for some time now, and 
| thought | would share that concern with 
you. (Editor: what I’m really looking for is 
someone that wants to share a cold beer 
with me). This issue is a critical one to the 
benchrest shooters, or any other group of 
precision shooters. 

| have bullet-making dies from just 
about all the top makers; to name a few of 
them ... Rorschach, Pindell, Detsch, 
McMillan, and Sherman. | make and sell 
bullets, which partially explains the large 
assembly. The critical issue is ... take a 
look at that list. Most have retired, and 
those few that remain may have a two 
year or longer waiting period. In 
benchrest shooting, many of us believe 
that the most critical element of all... is 
the bullet. Over the last dozen or so years 
we have been blessed with a certain num- 
ber of skilled craftsmen who made bullet 
making dies. Because of the very de- 
manding requirements of this job, compe- 
tent die makers have always been few 
and far between. Why, just the skill re- 
quired in working with material hard 
enough to be suitable for bullet swages is 
no small matter; that seemingly simple 
task has quite a set of problems to learn 
one’s way around. It seems as if we occa- 
sionally fail to recognize or appreciate the 
skill and technology needed to turn out a 
set of top quality bullet making dies. 

We, as shooters, need to try our best to 
talk some of these great craftsmen out of 
retirement, persuade others to go back 
into the business, or convince new crafts- 
men to try their hand at this challenging 
endeavor. There is no question in my 
mind that there is a market for the prod- 
uct. | have been shooting since 1963, and 
| remember having to purchase factory 
bullets in my early days (a classification 
that | would not apply to the superb Rem- 
ington 52 grain and 68 grain match bullets 
during their all-too-brief existence). 

| just hope that a couple of good, top- 
level machinists might be influenced to try 
bullet die making ... and find that they 
were capable of turning out a top-level 
product. We need this, badly . . . because 
when we lose the bullet die makers... we 
also lose good bullets. Let’s hope that we 
fill this gap, before it becomes too large.

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Benchrest Shooter 
Of The Year 


We will continue, for the fourth consec- 
utive year, the Benchrest Shooter Of The 
Year contest. Don Geraci won top honors 
the first two years, and Dick Maretzo 
grabbed the top spot in 1985. 

There will be three ‘‘double point” 
matches once again .... The Super 
Shoot, The NBRSA Nationals, and The 
IBS Nationals. 

This year both the IBS and the NBRSA 
will have four ‘‘designated matches’. The 
Cactus Classic, at Phoenix, Arizona 
starts off the season, on March 1st and 
2nd. There is an absolute prohibition of 
any designated tournaments on or near 
St. Patrick’s Day (strict editorial policy), 
so that knocks the balance of the month 
out of consideration. The second NBRSA 
designated match will be sometime 
around the first part of May (exact date to 
be announced later), when the tenth anni- 
versary Crawfish Match is held in Lafa- 
yette, Louisiana .... an affair that has 
been described as ‘‘a helluva party, with 
an accompanying benchrest match’. The 
editor gave Walt Berger the final two 
picks, with no guide-lines (except for the 
St. Patrick’s Day prohibition; see above). 
After going into a day-long trance, con- 
sulting an Ouija board, and hitting his 
head on the wall at hourly intervals, to say 
nothing of seeing what bribery offers 
came in from the regional directors .... 
Mr. Berger has solemnly announced the 
two final NBRSA matches. The Visalia 
(California) match on August 30th 
through September 2nd will be ‘‘des- 
ignated’’. Then everyone will get into their 
cars, and drive cross country at full throt- 
tle .... to Greenville, South Carolina the 
following weekend (September 6th and 
7th) for the final NBRSA match. Knowing 
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Lowell Frei and Dennis Wagner, they'll 
probably do just that. 

As this is written, at the end of Decem- 
ber, the IBS has not yet held their winter 
meeting, and the 1986 match schedule is 
not yet put together. As mentioned in a 
previous issue, Jim Borden and the editor 
are of a mind to give designated match 
status to a few ranges that have, in times 
past, held matches where the club was 
well organized, and did everything in their 
power to make the shooters welcome and 
comfortable. It is a small way to say 
thank-you to a few ranges whose match- 
es should be better attended, because 
they give it their very best effort 
everytime. Preliminary thinking is to give 
the four designated matches on the IBS 
side of the aisle to Dunham’s Bay, Midlo- 
thian, Council Cup and Weikert. If Council 
Cup were to hold the IBS Nationals, then 
the 200-300 yard ‘‘long distance champi- 
onships”’ at Mainville would replace the 
Council Cup match. Details on exact 
clubs and dates will be in the next 
issue. 

Rules will be exactly the same as in pre- 
vious years. One point for a yardage win, 
and two points for a grand agg win. Two 
points for a multi-gun agg win, but only if 
that position is contested by the host 
club, and appropriate award made. Dou- 
ble points for the three indicated 
matches. 

| am aware that an increasing number 
of shooters take this award very serious- 
ly, and go after it with a vengeance. It’s 
nice to have some recognition as the tops 
in your chosen sport for a given year. As 
before, an appropriate trophy, which we 
now elect to designate as the Dr. Alonzo 
Garcelon trophy, will be awarded at the 
following Super Shoot, for the 1986 top 
gun.

Dear Dave, 

| had heard a lot about the new bore- 
cleaning guides that are made of some 
form of nylon, with a rubber o-ring up front 
that extends into the throat of the cham- 
ber. The o-ring keeps the bore cleaner 
from flowing back into the action. 

| finally purchased one from Lester 
Bruno, of Bruno Shooters Supply, at the 
IBS Nationals this summer. | like it much 
better than the steel bore guides for sev- 
eral reasons. The hole in the new guide is 
smaller than the steel version that | had 
been using previously; yet there is ample 
room for the brush and patches to pass 
through it. The smaller hole diameter 
gives less room for the rod to flex in, and 
guides the rod better into the center of the 
bore. This means it is less likely to scrub 
out the lands and grooves of your barrel 
just ahead of the chamber. What | person- 
ally liked best about itis that youcan clean 
barrels that are off the rifle with the new 
bore guide. At least it worked quite well 
with my PPCs; | haven't tried it with any 
other caliber. | believe that these bore 
guides are made in different sizes to ac- 
commodate the differences in size of 
reamers at the throat or neck area. | had 
to try a couple of them before | came up 
with an exact fit. 

Often enough at matches when you 
have to switch barrels on the same gun for 
a different class, you don’t really have 
time for cleaning a barrel promptly before 
taking it off. Now | can clean it better dur- 
ing the afternoon class firing, sometime 
between relays when | have a bit of time 
... and thus have the barrel ready for the 
following morning's shooting. 

It is easier to clean a barrel with Gold 
Medallion WHEN IT IS OFF THE GUN 
with this bore guide. | have had a couple of 
barrels that had a build-up of fouling at the 
throat, and at the muzzle. | could feel a 
definite drag in these areas while cleaning 
the gun with a tight brush or patch. | tried 
Gold Medallion, using the sample that | 
got at the IBS Nationals. . . made several 
passes through the barrel, following in- 
structions that came with it, and the guns 
were promptly returned to proper shape 
and back to normal. 

From what | have heard generally, 
some shooters are afraid to use Gold Me- 
dallion because they doubt that they can 
remove all the abrasive. In my auto body 
shop | sprayed thinner through the barrel, 
and blew out the barrel with a high pres- 
sure air gun. Then | patched it out with 
successive patches wet with Hoppees, 
and then dry patches. It is definitely a 
no-no to use paint thinner indoors, as it is

very flammable. Do this outdoors only. | 
would imagine that warm water with a de- 
tergent in it could also be used to wash 
out the barrel, and then rinse with warm 
water. 

lam not using Gold Medallion on a daily 
basis in my regular cleaning. However | 
absolutely would not hesitate to use it if 
there is a build up of fouling that | could 
feel during cleaning. Gold Medallion WILL 
get that fouling out of there. A barrel that 
will not shoot competitively . . . is of little 
use in competition. 

Since writing the above, | have received 
my December copy of PS. | see that you 
touched on both subjects; bore guides 
and Gold Medallion. For what it is worth, | 
agree with your comments. (Editor: atlast 
... the very first one. ..). 

On to other matters. During a recent 
test | came upon a couple of interesting 
results. | was trying to catch fired bullets 
intact, to study rifling and other marks on 
the bullets. (Editor: | hope that you were 
not trying to catch these bullets bare- 
handed, Geza. Always use gloves when 
trying to catch bullets. A baseball mitt is 
best). | had been doing this at close range 
with reduced loads, and wanted to try it at 
longer ranges. 

The Central Jersey Rifle Club range has 
the backstop abut 350 yards from the fir- 


ing line. At that range a near maximum 
load could be used, and hopefully the bul- 
let would have slowed enough not to be- 
come distorted. (Editor: even at that 
range, Geza ... use your baseball mitt). 
| placed a long box of rolled-up rags on 
the backstop, with a target in front of it, 
and the sighter target next to it. lintended 
to fire five 68 grain Euber flat base bullets, 
and then five 68 grain Euber boat-tails. . . 
a comparison that continues to interest 
me. After sighting in, on the sighter target, 
| fired five shots with the flat base bullets, 
aiming at the lower right hand corner of 
the aiming square on target A. | then fired 
the five boat-tail bullets, aiming at the 
lower left hand corner of the same target 
A. | used ten different cases in this test, 
and did not clean the barrel between the 
two groups. The load of 26.7 grains of H 
322 (Culver measure setting 50.0) with no 
neck tension was the same for both 
groups. The load was a trifle light for the 
range involved, but remember that my 
main objective was to catch bullets. 

When | went down to the target, | only 
found two bullets in the box of rags. Both 
of them were boat-tails. 

According to generally accepted ballis- 
tic theory, a boat-tail bullet is supposed to 
have more remaining velocity at long 
ranges. | will not argue the point. . . butin 
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this case it does not appear to hold true. A 
chronograph set up in front of the target 
would have been the only conclusive way 
to judge, but it was neither easy, nor safe 
to try this. 

The elevation of the center of point of 
impact on these two groups was nearly 
equal. | also noticed, as in my past testing 
at long ranges, that the flat based bullets 
had the points in the center of the hole. 
With the boat-tails the points were off 
center in the holes at random, with no pat- 
tern to them, as if the bullets were wob- 
bling in flight. (Editor: it probably will not 
show up well in magazine print. But be- 
lieve me, from looking at the actual target 
... it sure as heck is clearly visible). 

| set up another target, this one target 
B, and now increased the load to 27.9 
grains of H 322, whichis 52.0 clicks on my 
Culver measure. | wanted to see if the in- 
crease in velocity would correct this. This 
is full capacity for that powder in my 
cases. | loaded the boat-tails into five 
cases that had shot the best on my first 
target, and the flat base bullets into the 
other five cases. After resighting on the 
sighter target, | shot the boat tails first 
this time, on the right side of target B, and 
the flat bases next, on the left side of tar- 
get B. Again, | did not clean the barrel be- 
tween the two groups. 

| got pretty much the same results as 
before. The point of the flat base bullet 
was in the center of the hoie, and the boat- 
tails were off center. This time the point of 
impact was higher for the flat bases than 
for the boat-tails. The flat base bullets 
shot smaller groups on both targets, even 
though the cases were reversed. This 
could be attributed to the better fit of the 
flat base bullets in the no neck tension 
cases. 

Finally, | sized the cases, to better hold 
the boat-tails. Target C was fired with the 
same load, 27.9 grains of H 322. | did not 
change the scope setting. The boat-tails 
still had the points off center in the hole. 
As in all previous testing, when the neck 
tension was increased, the point of im- 
pact was higher. The extra sighter was 
fired into the center of the group. This ac- 
counts for the six shot group. | did not try 
to catch the bullets with the hotter load, 
since most of the lighter load bullets had 
gone through the catcher box. 

| cannot explain the points off center 
with the boat-tails, as | have shot many 
good 300 yard groups with them in the 
past. 

(Editor: Geza, wait. You dropped your 
catcher’s mitt).

That’s the only 3 BsIcan find 
a record of’’. 

“Those three don’t look like Pepper- 
mint Lounge lizards to me’”’. 

The bouncer looked around. Nobody 
near. ‘‘Dutch, those three may be more 
trouble, bigger trouble, than you 
suspect”’. 

‘“‘Whaddy mean?”’. 

“Well, at my little old request, the girl 
that has been bringing them drinks has 
done all the listening she can get away 
with, without making it too obvious”. 

‘So. What’s she heard?”’. 

The bouncer again looked around, fur- 
tively. And dropped his voice still lower. 
The piano player was really into it now. 
“Dutch” ... his voice was just about a 
whisper ... ‘‘Dutch ... all that she can 
pick up is one word. They keep using it a 
lot... and they’re arguing about it. Dutch 
... the word is ‘screamer’ ”’. 

The sheriff felt that old familiar sinking 
feeling in his stomach. And his heart beat 
picked up a few paces. Trouble .. . he al- 
ways could smell it out. 

The bouncer asked, softly ‘‘what do 
you make of it, Dutch?’’. 

The sheriff paused before answering. 
‘‘What do | make of it? | make real trouble 
of it. The word ‘screamer’ means only one 
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thing to me. These guys are into. . . TOR- 
TURE. Now that you’ve given me the hint, 
as to what direction to thinkin. . . all three 
of them have got sadomasochist written 
allover them. ‘Screamer’. ..mustbe, and 
| hate to think about it ... their last 
victims’. 

(The above is written with apologies to 
Robert W. Service, the great poet of the 
Yukon. All these articles are hard to set up 
an introduction for). 


The NBRSA, the IBS, and PS magazine 
have agreed to undertake jointly an ambi- 
tious project in the year 1986. (Note that 
an ambitious project is dictionary defined 
as something more imposing than the 
task of getting out of bed on a cold morn- 
ing... but less imposing than the starting 
of your income tax return). 

A couple of years ago, in the editor’s 
ongoing struggle against boredom while 
writing up match reports (how would you 
like to have to write ‘’. . . the winner fired a 
6 PPC...” four thousand two hundred 
and eighty times a month?). The editor 
coined the phrase ‘‘official screamer’’ for 
a group that measured ‘‘in the zeros’”’ at 
100 yards, or ‘‘in the ones”’ at 200 yards. 
The phrase was used in match reports to 
describe such infrequent groups, and that 
modest indeed level of recognition 
seemed fated to be its only plane of exis- 
tence. Still, that modest talisman seemed 
to be important to shooters. Once, in a 
match report, the editor forgot to bestow 
the phrase for a shooter who had techni- 
cally earned it ... and boy, forty three 
kinds of merry hell promptly broke loose. 
The caller made the point that maybe he 
was never going to win Benchrest Shoot- 
er of the Year. . . but dammit, if he fired an 
official screamer group, it should be ac- 
knowledged. The editor patiently tried to 
explain that really, | mean, in real life, 
there was no such thing as an official 
screamer group; it was... well, a phrase 
dreamed up by the editor one day; no 
more than that. As | recall, that explana- 
tion doesn’t get very far with the caller. . . 
who seemed to think that the editor 
should be impeached ... by both House 
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and Senate. At least | learned one thing 
from the call. . .be more careful in the fu- 
ture, idiot. 

During the summer, | approached both 
Jim Borden and Walt Berger with an idea 
... what if the two groups, and PS as a 
third member . . . were to get together and 
sponsor a nice, colorful patch for anyone 
who fired an official screamer group? The 
editor’s motivation was crass, really ... 
as soon as they say ‘‘no’’, | can tell the 
next angry caller ‘‘the associations have 
rejected the idea’”’ ... and go about my 
business. 

Some days nothing goes right. Would 
you believe that the two characters loved 
the idea? | mean, I’m spending all my 
spare time on our first swim-suit edition 
(to be perfectly honest, I’m still waiting for 
the first photo to come in), and now | think 
I've created a Frankenstein. 

The one thing that both association 
presidents liked was that just about any- 
one could get lucky for a single group... 
and hence just about anyone could, witha 
little luck, qualify for an ‘‘official scream- 
er’’ patch over the course of a shooting 
year. 

Well, it’s too late now. . . the fat’s in the 
fire, so to speak. Here are the rules, as 
drawn up by the 3 Bs: 

1.) To give the background we created 
a $500.00 ‘‘pot’’, with three equal contri- 
butions from NBRSA, IBS, and PS. 

2.) Apatch was roughly designed by the 
Editor (who wanted his picture on the 
patch; this was voted down by two to 
one), and sent off to Skip Gordon, with a 
request that he approach his patch sup- 
plier. Skip was so impressed with the edi- 
tor’s drawing skill that he sent my design 
off to Pete ‘‘Rabbit’’ Callan, with a re- 
quest that he tidy it up a bit. 

3.) We cannot show you a copy of the 
patch now, because ‘‘Rabbit’’ is still 
‘tidying’. 

4.) Any group firedin aregistered match 
in the USA, or any foreign country that is 
using a moving backer system for the 
match is eligible. There are four distances 
‘approved’. Those distances, with the 
needed group size to qualify are: 
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100 yards .000 to .099 
200 yards .000 to .199 
300 yards .... .000to .399 
1000 yards. .000 to 7.499 


These group sizes will also be the stan- 
dards used for meter-distance matches. 
As far as the 1000 yard standards go 
(.000 to 7.499), in addition to the patch, 
the editor will, out of his own pocket, 
award a trophy for the first 1000 yards 
group in the zeros. (Cheers ring out). 

When you have fired such a group, send 
a copy of the page of the match report 
that shows the group, and a dollar to sort 
of help out the mailing expenses, to the 
editor. We will send you your patch, and 
keep a running tab of things in the 1986 
monthly issues. 

We have told Skip that we want a good 
looking, four inch patch, of a type that you 
will be proud to sew on your tuxedo. As 
soon as they become available, we'llruna 
picture in PS. 

To repeat ... in the U.S., the match 
must be NBRSA or IBS registered (Note: 
Jon Leu Fan Club matches are not eligi- 
ble). In foreign countries, any formal 
match, as long as there is a moving back- 
er. We are talking about five shot groups 
here, but if you want to qualify with a ten 
shot group. . . here, let me hold your coat,

Dear Dave, 

Jon Leu’s letter in the November issue, 
pointing out the effect of temperature 
and/or humidity changes on the weight of 
measured charges inspired me (Editor: 
you inspire easily, Peterson) to a bit of an 
experiment. Taking advantage of a good 
analytical balance (Editor: I’ve heard of 
taking advantage of a lady, but never of 
an analytical balance... .| wouldn't think 
it too exciting ....), a temperature con- 
trolled laboratory, dry indoor Denver air 
(Editor: tell me the truth; you didn’t run 
this test in Mile High Stadium, did you?), 
even drier air in a dessicator over 4°A 
molicular sienes, and 100% humidity over 
water, | obtained the following weights for 
a sample of H 322: 


23.4743 grains, directly from the can 

23.3518 grains, after 2 days in the des- 
sicator (dry!) 

24.0087 grains, after 4 days at 100% 
humidity 

23.3708 grains, after 2 weeks in air (very 
dry) 


Assuming the dessicated sample to be 
completely dry, the sample picked up 
2.8% of its weight in water at 100% hu- 
midity. The water picked up in dry indoor 
Denver air was only 0.08 to 0.52%. Fora 
27.5 grain charge, a 2.8% weight gain is 
0.77 grain. That’s a big change ..... but 
remember, it’s water .... not powder. 
Maybe that explains why measured 
charges seem to be as good... .or better 
.... than weighed charges. 

I'll leave it for someone else to specu- 
late what effect that water has on the 
burning rate of the powder, and on the 
pressure developed. 

This experiment was easy enough to 
do that it could be repeated with any other 
powder of interest. ... atleast enough to 
see whether they all behave the same. 
Also, it should be possible to get an inter- 
mediate point between 0 and 100% hu- 
midity using the proper salt solution. I'lldo 
it sooner or later... . sooner, with a little 
encouragement. (Editor: don’t look at me, 
Peterson. Taking advantage of an analyt- 
ical balance is enough to get you hanged 

. in Midland, Texas. Ranks right up 
there with sheep rustlin.)

A CLARIFICATION ON THE 
FUN GUN MATCHES 


Single shot falling blocks, such as the 
Ruger #1 ARE eligible for the fun gun 
matches. Such a rifle with a factory barrel 
is eligible for the expert class, and if re- 
barreled, for the master class. Other fac- 
tory single shots, such as the Wickliffes 
the Browning 78, and the Colt-Sharpe 
should likewise be eligible. A high-wall 
Winchester, set up for the .219 Wasp, for 
instance, should be eligible for the master 
class, if it otherwise qualifies. You will be 
shooting against bolt-actions, because 
we do not (yet) have a single-shot divi- 
sion, but if you want to try a run at the 
bolts... .bemy guest. The same general 
rules apply for single-shots as for bolt- 
action rifles. 

The editor is having TJ Jackson do a 
.222 McMillan barrel job on a 40x action, 
and is wrestling on the den floor with a 
Fajen stock catalog at the moment.... 
pointing for the master class. 

| have had more pleasant moments 
planning a fun gun rifle than any recent 
benchrest rifle, if only because the possi- 
ble choices are not standardized... .and 
also because | had forgotten an awful lot 
about wood stocks.

1985 GULF COAST 
REGION SHOOTER 
OF THE YEAR 


A new program was instituted in the 
Gulf Coast Region to determine the 
‘Shooter of the Year’’. A Gulf Coast Re- 
gion shooter must participate in at least 
three matches and his point total of his 
top ten matches is used. He receives 
points based on his standing and the total 
participants in each Gulf Coast Region 
match. Two points are used for each 
grand and one point where only a range 
aggregate is fired. An example would be a 
Hunter Grand where 20 shooters partici- 
pated. The top shooter would receive 40 
points; 2nd - 38 pts.; 3rd - 36 pts.;....; 
last - 2 pts. 100 points are also awarded 
to a Gulf Coast Region shooter who wins 
a National Championship Aggregate or 
sets an NBRSA_ World Record 
Aggregate. 

Don Geraci needed 100 points, by win- 
ning a National Championship, to become 
the 1985 Gulf Coast Region Shooter of 
the Year. He was closely followed by Jack 
Heath and Howard Dietz. Trophies were 
given to these finishers and Top 20 patch- 
es to the shooters listed below. Harold 
Henderson finished 6th in his first year of 
benchrest competition and received a tro- 
phy as the outstanding new shooter of the 
year.
